THE PRODIGAL SON, 
CALLING THE ROLL. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, April 19.—[Special.}]— 
The opening proceedings this morning were 
a counterpart of those of yesterday. ‘The 
pending question wis on sustaining the de- 
cision of the Chair, and upon this the roll was 
called. The Democrats would not vote. The 
Clerk called the roll deliberately, and the ab- 
sentees with still more hesitation, in order 
that the tardy ones might have an oppor- 
tunity to getin. Several of the Republicans 
were quite late in arriving. 

The result of the call showed no quorum, 
and a call of the House was ordered. This 
consumed the first half-hour of the day. The 
Democrats did not answer, and only seventy- 
three Republicans answered. A motion to 
adjourn was followed by another roll-call, 
and this time all of the Democrats voted in 
the affirmativej and the motion was lost, 70 
to 74. : 

MORE OF THE SAME. 

The question recurred on sustaining the 
decision of the Chair, and the Democrats 
again refused to vote. A call of the Louse 
followed. It was now 11 o'clock. ‘The Re- 
publicans apparentiy were determined 
to keep up the struggle, and the 
Democrats were as stubborn as ever in re- 
fusing to answer. ‘There were conferences 
in progress on both sides of the Hlouse, and 
the for was crowded with strangers, while 
the galleries were thronged, 

A LEGAL TILT. 

The call showed only seventy-three voting, 
and requests by Fuller, Nichols, and 
Mitchell to make reports from cotnmittees 
were objected to on the Democratic side 
with laughter. 

Mr. Calhoun, of Vermilion, moved that the 
appeal of the gentleman from Cook be dis- 
missed for want of prosecution, and that the 
appellant be assessed 10 per cent of the costs 
in the case. 

Mr. Yancey moved that the defendant be 
ruled to pay the costs. 

Mr. Morrison suggested that the motion 
would imply the presence of McNally. 

Mr. Fuller moved that the defendant be 
compelled to give bonds and prosecute his 
appeal. 

AGAINST ADJOURNING. 

The roll was called on a motion to adjourn, 
which was defeated, the Democrats not vot- 
ing. 2 
Considerable fun followed in an effort to 
kill time. .Mr. Fuller made the point that the 
appeal of the gentieman from Cook was not 
pending, as the rules of the House required 
two members to take an appeal. 

Mr. Morrison said he presumed that rule 
wascomplied with, as the gentleman from 
Cook was beside himself. 

In response to a question, the Speaker 
said Mr. Crafts was present, and Mr. Yancey 
inquired if that was ascertained by actual 
count. 

SPARRING FOR WIND. 

A call of the House followed. Seveflty 
members answered to their names. The 
usual motion to adjourn was then made and 
again lost. After some little delay Mr. Her- 
rington said he understood there were now 
in progress certain negotiations between the 
Governor, the United States Marshal for the 
Northern District of Lilinois, and a member 
of the General Assefbly, in the ladies’ ordi- 
nary of the Leland Hotel, with a guard at 
each door. He suggested that the House 
wait patiently until fhat conference 
was heard from. “if the Goy- 
ernor and the Marshal couldn’t 
fetch the member ag could. * Perhaps,” 
he went on, “there will be a trade in the 
business, but we had better wait to hear 
from the hotel and see if the promises are 
carried out.” 

Mr. Cowperthwait asked if he didn’t want 
to hear from the Wabash Junction, and in- 
quired about that $400 proposition alleged to 
have been made to Rook as an inducement 
to make himself searce around Springfield. 
Mr. Herrington, in Tesponse, referred to last 
night’s hack rides around among the houses 
ot ili-repute in language which brought 
down the Speake:x’s gavel with vigor and 
elicited a remark from the Speaker that he

NO ADJOURNMENT. ; 

Soon afterwards there was an informal 
truce for ijunch. The Democrats waited till 
the House was nearly empty, and then made 
amotion to adjourn. There was a sudden 
rush of members from the cloak-room and 
the committee-rooms to their seats, and the 
motion was lost by a vote of 71 to 53. Mr. 
Mitchell, who was temporarily in the chair, 
announced the result, and said: “‘T'he 

uestion before the House is, Shall the 

ecision of the Chair be sustained? 
Allin favor of that sa¥Y aye.” A thunder- 
roll of ayes came up from the Kepublican 
side, and the entire Democratic body rose up 
as.one man to demand the yeas and nays. 
Only seventy-one voted. Jesse Rook, the 
hero of the hour, came into the House a few 
moments afterwards and was, of course, the 
observed of all observers. He stood in the 
rear of the hall with his hat on, carelesly 
smoking a cigar, and did not respond to his 
name on the call of the Ilouse. 

The next disturbance grew out of a mo- 
tion entered by Mr. Fuller to clear the floor 
of persons not members of the Ilouse. Dave 
Linegar moved to amend the motion so as to 
include United States Marshals, meaning, of 
course, “Long” Jones. Mr. Herrington, 
from the aisie, setup a man of straw by 
making a violent speech, charging that 
a certain Deputy United States Marshal had 
committed. the outrage of drawing a re- 
volver on a member of the House and his 
associate, and that he was now keeping cer- 
tain members in the House under threats 
of bodily injury. ‘The Speaker 
tem. called him to oraer, but 
persisted in speaking, though his subsequent 
rewarks were not intelligible on account of 
the confusion and the attempts to restore or- 
der. Sullivan, of Cook, opened his grave- 
yard mouth and supvorted Linegar’s state- 
ment in regard to the United States officer.

The 
Speaker blandly informed him that after the 
a had decHled to hear the report a mo- 
tion to dispense with reading it was not in 
order except by unanimous consent. Such 
being the case, the appeal was also out of or- 
der. In conclusion, he assured the Demo- 
crats that he would protect the interestswf 
the minority just as he would those of the 
majority. Sullivan simply received the as- 
surance with an ungentlemanly jeer. 

THE TUG OF WAR. 


The Clerk at last succeeded in getting 
through the report, whereupon Mr. Cooke of 
Cook offered a resolution seating Judge 
Bradwell and firing the * hammock hotel” 
man. Mr. Kimbrough presented the minor- 
ity report and moved to substitute it for that 
of the majority. 

Mr. Crafts presented a resolution setting 
forth that the only question at issue was 
whether Bradwell or McNally got the most 
votes, deprecating hasty or partisan action, 
and recommitting both reports to the Elec- 
tion Committee with instructions to recount 
the ballots. The decks were gradually 
cleared of parliamentary rubbish and the 
House brought to a direct vote 
on the auestion of referring 

whole subject matter to the 
Election Committee with instructions to re- 
count the ballot. ‘The Clerk, under the 
Speaker’s direction, omitted to call McNal- 
ly’s name, and for a wonder the Democrats 
failed to make a point of it. The vote stood 
yeas 71, nays 76, and the motion was declared 
lost. Every Kepublican voted except Rook, 
who apparently enjoyed the coddling he was 
getting too much to make a complete surren- 
der all at once. The Democrats mustered all 
their strength, barring McNally. 
BOURBON TACTICS. 

Mr. Kimbrough developed the next piece 
of Democratic tactics by tgs to lay both 
Jeports on the table and print. his time the 
Democrats did not vete at all, under-the as- 
sumption that Rook wouldn’t, and that this 
would break the quorum. e assumption 
proved well founded, The Republican 
House members, several Democratic mem- 
bers, and a number of Senato ineluding 
Condee, Hereley, Mason, Mamer, Merritt, and 
Fifer, gathered around the youthful Jesse, 
who apparently enjayed the unusual atien- 
tion shown him, butjstolidly refrained from 
voting. One Democrat, Bez, voted in the af- 
firmati¥e, and cheeked himself, but too 
late, when he disecvered that he had 
blundered and should not have voted 
at all. Kimbrough, in order t@ make 
a reconsideration, therefore voted no 
with the Republicans. ‘The vote stood yeas, 
1: nays, 77, and the motion was promptly de- 
clared lost. Kimbrough thereupon moved 
to reconsider, and Morrison followed him up 
with a motion to table. Rook again declined 
to vote, so did the Democrats, and the vote 
stood yeas, 76: nays, none. The Speaker 
announced no quorum voting, and the Dem- 
ocrats lustily applauded at their temporary 
victory:

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 19.—[Special.]}— 
The Jesse James of Iilinois politics is still 
the hero of the hour. His one vote today 
silenced, for the time being at least, the howl 
for another count of the ballots.

It was known that he 
had made frequent trip@between America 
and Great Britain. The explosions at the 
Glasgow gas-works laid the clew which 
ended in his apprehension. He was found to 
be a brother of Dr. Gallagher, arrested at 
Nelson Square, Lambeth. He was exam- 
ined at London last Tuesday and remanded 
until yesterday. Heat once showed a dis- 
position to confess. 

Lonpon, April 19.—Sernard' Gallagher 
states that he is a native of Scotland, and re- 
turned from America to work as an iron- 
molder. His brother, Dr. Gallagher, paid 
his passage. Bernard was ignorant of the 
Doctor’s business. Bernard says he is not a 
Fenian or a member of any secret society. 
He declares he was in Sing Sing, at New 
York, at the time of the explosion in Glas- 
gow. 

) ANSBURGH. 

Ansburgh, a boy about 21 years of age, was 
arrested Sunday, April 8, at a hotel in the 
vicinity of Waterloo Bridge, London. He 
had just arrived from America, His arrest 
was considered very important. 

DALTON. 

Shortly after the arrest of Wilson and Dr. 
Gallagher (and the same day) Dalton was 
taken into custody. Four detectives ar- 
rested him at Bowles’ American Reading- 
Rooms, inthe Strand, driving him to Scot- 
land-yard in a four-wheeled cab.

JOHN KIRTON. |

refused to submit to peaceable arrest, and 
was overpowered. He had heard of the 
danger to the conspirators, and was fleeing. 
From papers found on him it was evident 
that he had been commissioned to carry out 
the actual deeds of destruction planned by 
©’ Donovan-Rossa. He had been in corre- 
spondence with Dr. Gallagher. 


THE STUFF 
WITH WHICH O’DONOVAN-ROSSA EXPECTED 
TO “FREE IRELAND.” 

At Woolwich Arsenal, Wednesday, April 
4, soon after 6 o’clock, a cab arrived from the 
apartments of Norman (Lynch), who had 
just been arrested, conveying a curious cof- 
fin-like trunk or packing case, about two feet 
six inches long by one foot wide and the 
same indepth. On opening the trunk it was 
found to enclose a large bag of fine india- 
rubber, fully distended and resembling a 
large air-pillow. Near one end is a short 
nozzle tube about an inch in diameter, closed 
by a screw-plug of vulcanite or some such 
composition, but not quite water-tight. so 
some moisture was exuding. It smeit power- 
fully of nitric acid gas, and a-small portion 


of the contents being poured out into test 
glasses, the chemists were enabled at once to 
pronounce it nitro-glycerine, and therefore 
the most potentexplosive known to exist. 
The bag and the case inclosing it were quite 
new, and had evidently been made to fit each 
other. The box, which was covered with 
bright, black, American leather, pannelled 
with brass-headed nails, which gave it its 
funeral appearance, was also barred outside 
with posenuanece of wood, as travelirg-cases 
sometiines are to save them from rubbing, 
and it is fitted with handles at the ends. so as 
to be carried by two men. The staff of the 
chemical establishinent were too familiar 
with explosive compounds to feel nervous in 
the presence even of sucha villainous agent 
as nitro-glycerine in quantity sufficient to 
destroy a town, for there were nearly 200 
pounds of ‘t in weight, equal in effect 
under favorable conditions to fifty times 
that weight of gunpowder; but there were 
circumstances in connection with the matter 
which rendered desirable as speedy a remov- 
al as convenient of the obnoxious visitor. 
One of shese. circumstances was the insecur- 
ity of the envelope, which allowed the nitro- 
a ge continually to escape; and the 
other, which was of more consequence, was 
a suspicion that the compound had been 
manufactured by inexperienced hands, that 


it had been imperfectly cleansed ot acid, and + 


that iswas therefore impure and especially 
liable to spontaneous explosion. Against 
this supposition was the fact of its having 
borne the joiting of the train from Birming- 
ham and the rattling of the cab over tbe 
stones from’ Longon, in which processes, if 
easy of detonation, it must have had hun- 
dreds of concussions sufficient to have pro- 
duced explosion; but it was nevertheless 
decided to piece it out of harm’s way as 
soou as possible. A portion of the oily liquid 
‘was therefore put into a bottle for experi- 
ment—a pale yellow compound resembling 
nothing so much as glyverine itself, and be- 
ing in fact only oymcne impregnated with 
nitrogen in the highest degree of tension: 
and then Mr. Eades, the Superintendent o 
the Woolwich Do rd Police; was called 
upon to transport remainder to. the 
Home Office Magazine, in the Plumstead 
Marshes, the ordained receptacle of all such 
seizures as are made by the authority of her 
Majesty’s,inspectors.

Samples having been 
taken, the receptacles were retied, and some 
boxes of sawdust were brought to pack them 
in, but the chemist remembered that sawdust 
impregnated with nitro-glycerine is only an- 
other form of Blasting: powees, and they 
feared the effect of the leakage. The saw- 
dust was therefore taken away and the im- 
provised vessels were packed in a barrel, 
which was put upon the cab which brought 
them to Woolwich and driven slowly to the 
magazine. Prof. Able communicated with 
the Home Office as to the disposal of 
the dangerous compound, and it was at his 
suggestion rendered somewhat less liable to 
accident by betng mingled with a consider- 
abte quantity of water in vats. This, however, 
while it may reduce the strength of the com- 
pound, and goes far to arrest decomposition, 
does not impair its explosive qualities, and it 
is even doubtful whether mere water can 
dilute it. When thoroughly absorbed in 
water, as by dissolving gzun-gotton to fill the 
well-known water-shells, the active princi- 
ple is slightly diminished in power, but if 
detonated in that state with fulminate of 
mercury in the ordinary way it explodes 
with effects almost equal in force to its ac- 
tion in its original state. A few days after- 
ward the whole quantity was rendered in- 
nocuous by spreading it upon plowed land 
and the various receptacles in which it had 
been contained were then cleansed, and pro- 
duced as evidence at the magisterial inves- 
tigation.

TALK IN THE BOWERY—EXCITED CROWDS 
AT SECOND STREET. — 

New York, April 19.—[Special.]—The tes- 
timony of Lynch, on trial in London for 
complicity in the dynamite plots, occasioned 
much comment in Lrish circles here today. 
A erowd of Irishmen, mostly young and 
middle-aged men, gathered at Second street 
and the Bowery early this evening, and there 
was another throng a block above. in both 
of these the sole topic of conversation was 
the action of Lynch inturning informer. He 
was roundly denounced, and though none of 
the speakers would acknowledge their con- 
nection with the Clan-na-Gael, or that 
Lynch* was a member of that revolu- 
tionary body, it was admitted incautiously 
that the Emerald Club, likea dozen other 
clubs with headquarters in the vicinity, were 
tributaries of that organization. Thomas 
Burns was saidto bethe President of the 
club, but where Thomas Burns could be 
found none could say; and where Mr. O’Con- 
nor, who was said to have introduced Lynch 
into the Emerald Club, was to be found was 
kept a profound secret. * 

THE CLAN-NA-GAEL. 

A mah who stands high in local Irish 
circles, who has been a constant attendant 
upon the various Irish meetings, is a mem- 
ber of the several secret bocieties, and has 
served ina public capacity on numerous oc- 
casions, having pledged the reporter to not 
mention his name in connection With the 
affair, procceded to tell the following story: 
**] know Lynch,” he said, “and he tells the 
truth. He was sent to Europe by men in 
this city. The Emerald Clubis one of the 
auxiliary societies of the great Clah-na- 
Gael. has existed for a number 
of years,and has met every Tuesday even- 
ing at No. 325 Bowery for the last three years.

Tne Executive Committee of the 
Emerald Club selected Dr, Gallagher, who 
was not a district head of the society, as 
Lynch states, but only a member, and not a 
very regular attendant, to choose several 
men and manage the expedition. He took 
his brother Bernard and Lynch from this 
city. Idorl’t know when the other men 
went over. I know their names but can’t 
tell you them now. ‘The party is composed 
of both Emerald Club men and Rossa men. 
Ansburgh (an assumed name) is also a 
Kossa man, and sO is [{Kirton, 
Ithink Kirton gave his own name. The 
man who goes by the name of either Wilson 
or Whitehead—I don’t know which—is well 
known and highly respected in New York 
Irish social and political circles. He is a 
leader and a man of means. ‘There was some

15 Bowery, who has been in this city for 
nearly thirty years. He rents the upper 
stories of the block to the Odd-Fellows for 
loige-rooms, and the Emerald Club is the 
only Lrish association which meets in the 
building. He did not know any of the mem- 
bers, and has only seen one since the room 
was taken, three years ago. Twice a large 
fleshy man, about 45 years of age, with black 
hair and mustache, has been to hin to pay 
the rent. All the regular business 
was conducted with the janitor, EK. 
H. Pannie, an aged German, who 
was also in ignorance of the 
names of any of the inembers of the club. 
He said that at the meetings, which « were 
usually well attended, about half the mem- 


bers would leave in the early evening and as 


inany more come in and take* their places. 
The meetings were very quiet and private. 
The patrolman whois on duty on this block 
Tuesday evenings had noticea that recently 
the meetings were much larger than they 
were last fall, and frequently 100 to 150 came 
out when the meeting adjourned. At 
Meagher’s saloon, whieh is directly under 
the lodge rooms, all knowledge of 
the personnel of the club was de- 
nied. The same ignorance revailed 
at Ryan’s saioon at  Thir street 
and bowery, which is the headquarters of 
the Clan-na-Gael.

THE INFORMER’S TRIP. 

A person giving the name of W. J. Nor- 
man, which Lynch. says was his assumed 
name, purchased steerage ticket No, 2,983 at 
the steerage-ticket office of the National 
Line, No. 73 Broadway, on the afternoon of 
Friday, March 9. The ticket was sold him 
by Mr. Edwin H. Low, but Mr. Low had no 
tha personal appear- 
ance of Norman. He was a passen- 
ger on the steamer Spain, which 
left this city on Saturday, March 10. The 
first thing that directed attention to this pas- 
senger was the fact that he was apparently 
well acquainted with the pilot who took the 
vessel out of the harbor. The pilot, whose 
name was not remembered by the officers of 
the Spain who were seen today, introduced 
Norman to the ship’s surgeon, Dr. Montgom- 
ery. ‘The latter became at once interested 
in. Norman, - who. said that he was 
a physician, and he.was provided with 
quarters in the ship’s hospital forward, on 
the port side. Norman told Dr. Montgomery, 
as he did several other persons with whom 
he conversed, that he had studied medicine 
in acollege in Second avenue, and had re- 
ceived his diploma, though he had_been in 
this country less tham three years. Norman 
appeared to be about 33 years of age. He 
had with him as baggage a trunk which was 
placed in the storage baggage-room, and a 
mysterious box about the same size as the 
trunk, which he kept with him in the 
hospital. Norman took his meals in the 
steerage mess, and was a restiess, talkative 
sort of feilow. ‘The steerage steward of the 
Spain on that trip was Thomas Foley, a 
pleasant young Lrishman, whois now em- 
ployedina similar capacity on the steamer 
Arizona, of the Union Line, which steamer 
is now in port here. Foley became well 
acquainted with Norman after the vessel was 
two days’ out, and Norman got from him as 
well as he could all he knew about the con- 
dition of affairs in the * old country.”

TRIAL OF TIMOTHY KELLY. 
DvuBLin, April 19.—Timothy Kelly, charged 
with partivipating in the murders of Caven- 
dish and Burke, was placed on trial this 
morning. 


Sullivan and MeInerney were appointed to 


conduct the defense, Judge O’Brien having 
complied with the request of Dr. Webb and 
Adams to be relieved from further duty of 
defending the accused men. 

The jury was then sworn in, one of whom 
is a Parnellite, and consequently it is ex- 
pected that the jury will fail to agree. 

The evidence of the witnesses for the 
Crown was mostly a repetition of that given 
in the cases of Joe Brady and Daniel Curley. 

James Carey swore that the conspirators 
had resolved to murder Col. Hiller and Un- 
der-Secretary Burke in consequence of an 
article that appeared in the fFreeman’s 
Journal speaking of the desirability of a 
thorough change of the officials at Dublin 
Castile. which had become an Augean stable. 
This same statement was made by Carey at 
the preliminary examination of the prison- 
ers, and was then declared by the Freeman’s 
Journal to be due to the fact that E. Dwyer 
Gray, the owner of that paper, when Chair- 
man of the Municipal Committee, had 
charged Carey, who was a Town Cotncilor, 
with conspiracy. 

[James Carey, the informer, testified on the 
prelimipary examination that Timothy Kelly 


was one of a party which arranged to kill Chief- . 


Secretary Forster on his way to the Castile in 


December, 1881. Kelly was also present at a 


conference held on May 6, 1882 (the day of the 
murder), and was on the car at Wren’s public- 
house with Brady, MoCaffrey, and Delaney. He

THE GREAT TRIAL 
RESULT OF THE SECRET TRIAL OF STATE 
PRISONERS IN RUSSIA. 

Str. Petrerspure, April 19.—The trial of 
eighteen prominent Nihilists resulted in the 
eonviction of all. Six were condemned to 
death, two to life servitude, and the remain- 
der to imprisonment for from fifteen to 

twenty years. 

To capital punishment—Boganovitch, who 
laid the mine in Little Garden street for the 
purpose of killing the Czar; Saveli Zlatopol- 
sky, implicated in the Hartmann attack on 
the late Emperor in 1879; Michael Gratchef- 
sky, one of the assasins of the Czar; Telaloff, 
participator in the attempts to blow up the 
Imperial train at Alexandrofsky in 1881; 
Kimenko, an escaped political criminal, sub- 
sequently arrested with Gratchefsky; and a 
retired naval officer named Boutsevitch. 

To life imprisonment—Stefanovitch, who 
escaped from prison at Kielf, where he had 
been confined on the charge of having or- 
ganized a revolt of thirteen districts of 
peasants at Tchigrin, and Smirnitskaya, a 
priest’s daughter. 

ARRESTS. 

Several more Nihilist leaders have been 
arrested. It is st&ted that among them is 
Vera Sassaulitch. 


ODESSA, April 19.—It has been resolved to 
hold another trial of Nihilists before the 
coronation. Twenty persons will be ar- 
raigned on the charge of propagati Nihil- 
istic ideas among workingmen. Fifty per- 
sous were arrested for Nihilism last week. 
‘They include military officers, young women, 
teachers, students, workinginen, and soldiers. 


SCHULZE-DELITZCHE. 
® THE WORKINGMEN’S FRIEND DYING. 

BERLIN, _— 1%—Hermann Schulze-De- 
litzche is dying. 

(Hermann Schulze-Delitzche is one of the 
most celebrated practical political economists of 
the age. He was born in 1808. His early studies 
were devoted to philosophy, he finally applying 
himself to political economy. He was elected 
in 1848 a member of the National Assembly, and 
as President of a committee to inquire into the 
needs and conditions of the laboring classes 
became confirmed in his ideas of social economy 
as opposed to the old opinions of the cuporations 
quite as much as the Utopian ideas of the 
Socialists. Thus be became the originator of a 
new cooperative scheme for the assistance of 
workingmen independent of the State. So suc- 
cessful was he in this that in 1866 there were 
over 600 workingmen’s*sccieties founded on the 
basis suggested by him. In 1861 he wasa mem- 
ber of the Prussian Chamber of Deputies, and 
Jater on a member of the National Diet of North 
Germany, in both of which positions he eucr- 
getically enforced the law in favor of liberty of

THE verges ay at Springfield, which 
is costing the St@fe of Lllinois $1 per 
minute, held the boards in the House yester- 
day. Mr. Kook, of the Fifth Ward of Chi- 
cago, recovered sufficiently from his debauch 
to come in and cast his vote on the mo- 
tion to sustain the Speaker’s decision, 
which prevailed in spite of Democratic 
filibustering. But when it came _ to 
the qtestion of adopting the .report 
of the Committee on Elections and the reso- 
lution seating Judge Bradwell the Bridge- 
port specimen stolidly refused to vote, and 
another day was wasted. The day’s work 
demonstrated one thing, however, and that 
was that the claitn of the Demecratic strikers 
to the possession of several Republican mem- 
bersis unfounded, The deadlock is caused 
by the action of Rook alone, and as he has in 
part shaken off the effects of the orgie to 
which his Democratic friends treated him 
he must be held solely responsible for its 
continuance. 


Tue untrustworthiness of commercial in- 
formation was aptly illustrated by the publi- 
cation in THr Trrsune of yesterday of a 
number of circulars prepafed by commission- 
men on the Board of Trade and sé@nt out to 
their customers. One firm estimates the 
wheat crop at 50 per cent for Lilinois and In- 
diana, 70 per cent for Ohio, 75 per cent for 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Missouri, and 80 
per cent for Kansas. Another firm feels au- 
thorized to advise its customers that “so far 
as observant people can judge, the weather 
of the last six months has not been nearly so 
unfavorable to winter wheat as was the cor- 
responding season two years ago, the in- 
creased acreage promises more for equiva- 
lent weathér conditions, and there is nothing 
in the way of a fair yield of spring wheat 
this year.” Onecircular takes a view pre- 
cisely opposit from that advanced by the oth- 
er, and no doubt both commission firms be- 

ve they are advising their customers cor- 

tly, as i would be against their own in 
terests to do otherwise. The advices from 
the Pacific epast wheat crop, which has be- 
come an important factor in determining the 
supply for foreign consumption, amd conse- 
quently @ie price of the commodity, are 
equally conflicting. What the speculators 
call “judgment” is really the result of for- 
tuitéus surroundings, and is not of much 
higher intellectual calibre than mere guess- 


ing. 


THE SPRINGFIELD SCANDAL. 

The utmost devth of political degradation 
was reached at the Capital of this State when 
some Democratic “strikers’’ secured pos- 
session of a Republican member of the Leg- 
islature, filled him up with bad Spritnefield 
whisky, and thus prevented the majority in 
the Legislature from organizing a quorum, 
while the Democrats refused to vote. The 
Democratic conspirators in this disgraceful 
scene are no more disreputable than the Re- 
publican loafer who permitted himself to be 
used by them, but the whole transaction was 
a disgrace to the State and a sorry exhibition 
of the low political toue of the times. The 
very worst feature abgut it, perhaps, is the 
fatt that Rook was Qnade drunk by the 
Democrats 48 a means to insure the retén- 
tien by obstruction of a Democrat who was 
not élected, and who is the associate of the 
vilest element in Chicago politics. The 
Democratic fightin this case rests upon the 
following conditions: To secure a for 
aman who was not elected, and who ought 
not to be admitted te a respectable legislative 
body if he was elected, the Democrats have 
obstructed the entire legislation of the ses- 
sion, which is not justifiable under any con- 
ditions, and finally have resorted to the low- 
down devices of gin-mills and bawdy houses 
to break a quorum which the. Republicans 
could establish if they could control their 
own members. -Meanwhile criminal-law re- 
form, the license question, the road law, and 
all the other useful legislation expected from 
the Legislature is blockaded in the interests of 
a Democratic rough who trains with ballot- 
box stuffers at home, and in order to support 
atthe expense of the State a Republican 
drunkard on a prolonged debauch. 

It is difficult to say what course ought to 
be pursued in the face of such scandalous 
proceedings. They are altogether outside 
the contemplation of public policy. If the 
Legislature had a proper respect for itseif 
and the people it would proceed at once to 
expel Kook for his disgraceful conduct and 
MeNaily for hig asso¢iation with the men who 
éarried off baliot-box at the late town 
élection in this city. Both parties ought to 
meet on common ground in the interest of 
public decency. But there is little chance 
for this heroic treatment of the scandal. The 
Democrats will not join in such a proceeding 
when they consent to absent themselves as a 
body in order to save one of the parties and 
condone a disreputable conspiracy in order 
to control the other. Possibly the Republic- 


ans themselves would hesitate about ex-— 


pelling Rook and thus abandoning their 
only chance Of controlling the House in an 
emergency. There is apparently no use in 
appealing to the Democfats in the Legis- 
lature to abandon their obstructive policy, as 
they seem.to be indifferent to both public 
opinion and public interest. The Republic- 
ans might be advised, to surrender their 
rights in order to get at business, if it were 
not that such surrender would probably in- 
volve the sacrifice of every measure de 
manded by the people, and notably the 
License bill. In such case it would be 
as well to adjourn with the humiliating 
éonfession that the session is a failure and 


_ that the body as a whole ts incompetent to do 


any public business. Perhaps this would be 
the better way, for it might impress the 
people of illinois with a proper sense of their 
own responsibility in selecting their repre- 
sentatives tor the transaction of public busi- 
ness. 

This legislative scandal is pretty sure to 
have one result—namely: to disgust intelli- 
gent voters with the methods of the Demo- 
cratic politiciatis in this State. No sensible 
business-man and good citizen, whether he 
be Demoerat or Republican, can excuse the 
purpose and conduct of the Democratic fac- 
tion in the Illinois Legislature which has 
been a¢tuated by a partisan motive through- 
out the entire session and has viewed with 
utter indifference the publi¢ affaits which it 
is the business of the Legislature to regulate, 


While the Democrats have been seeking par- | 


tisan advaritagé they liavé really prepared the 
way for a material reduction of their number 
in the next Legislature. The Démoéfatic 


' members who have some claim to public 


recognition through personal ability,-expe- 
rience, and character, eannot. escape the 
odium of the scandalous proceedings and do- 
nothing policy of this Legislature, for all of 
them have submitted to the party whip and 
joined in the obstruction which has dragged 
out the session. An attempt to steal a seat 
is bad @nough in itself, bué when stich a 
purpose is backed tp by breaking a quorum, 
blockading public business, and resorting to 
the asseciations of the dramshop and brothel 
public sentiment {ts outraged in a manner not 
to be condoned nor forgiven. If there were 
some way of dispersing the Sprinefield mob 
under the riet act the people of Lilinois 
would rejoice at such a vindication of State 
pride and publie decency. ;

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CHICAGO AND MEXICO. | 
The tour of Gen. Diaz through the -United 
States is not the only circumstance to signal- 
ize the importance of our trade with Mexico. 
It is evident from a variety of other signs 


that this almost virgin outlet for the extey., 


sion of the market of our overproducing @v- 
ilization is exciting the attention of mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and their Govern- 
ments abroad as well as here, and that there 
will be a good deal of rivalry betweén the 
English, Germans, and Americans,for preced- 
ence in exploiting the Mexican markets. 
‘The United States has a natural advantage 
over its competitors in its propinquity and 
the railroad connections which are binding 
the two peoplestogether. Our business with 
Mexico is already greater than that of any 
other nation. 

The reciprocity treaty between this 
country and Mexico, which failed of ratifi- 
cation by the Senate at the late session of 
Congress, is‘certain to come up again. It is 
backed by, public, political, and private in- 
terests too strong to be ignored. Bismarck 
is negotiating a treaty with Mexico, which 
puts Germany in a much better position than 
heretofore. ‘The United States will not will- 
ingly allow a European competitor to be 
favored at its expense. The syndicates who 
are spending millions to build raliroads 
into Mexico must have freight and passen- 
gers to earry, and will use all their power to 
have a liberal reciprocity established. In 
fact, if the railroad interest in the pending 
reciprocity treaty nad not been something of 
an object of popular suspicion it would no 
doubt have been ratified during the last 
session of Congress. ‘The inmost serious 
obstacle to its ratification next winter is 
likely to be the fact reiterated by the Eastern 


| press that Gen. Diaz is chaperoned in his 


present “progress” through the United 
States by a crowd of railroad speculators 
and their attorneys. 

Chicago has a special interest in the exten- 
sion of the Mexican trade. The inferiority 
of the sea-approaches to Mexico, none of 
whose harbors can be entered except by 
lighters, gives the American railroads &@ pe- 
culiar importance in the future of Mexican 
trade, and all American railroads lead to 
Chicago. Chicago is the growing seat of 
those manufactures of leather, agricultural 
implements, machinery, iron and steel, and 
wood that Mexico will most freely buy. The 
last quarterly report of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, which is notable for an unusually in- 
teresting collection of facts, contains the 
most complete compilation that has yet been 
made public of the Mexican trade. This in- 
formation is made particularly interesting by 
comparisons showing the relative magnitude 
of our dealings compared with those of our 
com petiters—Great Britain, France, and Ger- 
many. 

Our imports from Mexico were $1,244,084 
in 1859 and $8,461,899 in 1882, Our exports to 
Mexico in the same period increased from 

2,919,742 to $15,483,582. The last year for 
which a comparison can be made with 
France and Great Britain is 1881. In that 
year the United States sent $11,171,238 of ex- 
ports to Mexico, while those of France were 
$8,998,140, and of Great Britain, $8,202,247. 
These figures sufficiently Ulustrate the two 
facts of the rapid development of our trade 
with our sister Republic, and our precedence 
of all other countries in its commerce. The 
tables of the Bureau of Statistics cover our 
business relations with all the countries south 
of our boundary. Our dealings with Mexico 
are larger than those with any other of the 
nations of Central and South Ameriea ex- 
cept Brazil. 

Our most important merchandise import 
from Mexico its jute and other raw grasses, 
the value of which has increased from $50,- 
178 in 1859 to $2,061.939 in 1882. Next comes 
coffee with a rise in the same period from 
$3,259 to $1,817,584. Hides and skins have in- 
creased from $496,929 to $1,525,107. As Mexi- 
co buys more of the United States than she 
ean pay for with her agricultural or manu- 
factured products, her balances are settled 
by remittance of specie, of which Mexico has 
sent us in the last fourteen years over $120,- 
000,000, Our largé@st export is manufactures 
of iron and steel—$4,239,712; the next, raw 
cotton, $1,447,522; then manufactures of 
wool, $1,426,411; and manufactures of cot- 
ton, $1,119,268 The exports of carriages, 
éarts, and cars are $752,456. Agricultural 
implements do not cut much of a figure. 
They are but $59,138, but the experience of 
the towns along the railroads into Mexico 
is that one of the first of the new wants to 
which the Mexiean awakens is for improved 
agricultural machinery, and the demand is 
certain to become very heavy. 

The following table, compiled from the re- 
port of the Bureau of Statistics, shows the 
relative markets found for their products in 


,the Southern nations of America by the 


United States and its principal rivals in 
trade. The comparison is not altogether to 
our advantage, and suggests the obvious in- 
ference that our manufacturers, to be put on 
a fair footing with their foreign competitors, 
must be relieved by our Government from 
the heavy taxation they ate how compelled 
to pay on all their raw materials. The 
figures given are those of the exports fo# 1881 
into the countries named in the first column:

THE INCONSISTENCY OF DEMAGOGS. 

It is astonishing sometimes the ease with 
which men change their doctrines, or, as Mr. 
James would Say, their “point of view,’’ 
under changing citcumstances. Here, for 
inst@hce, is Mr. O’Donovan-Rossa, of New 
York, the leader of the dynamite faction of 
Irishinen in this country. This bloodthirsty 
whisky-seller from his safe retreat has urged 
his countrymen to pursue a policy of assasina- 
tion and incendiarigm. He recently printed 
a scheme for the burning of 1,000 hotels in 
London, whieh was fone the less infamous- 
ly cold-blooded because it was impracticable, 


a has been in collusion with dynamiters in 
U 


iblin and London, and has helped to fur- 
nish them with the materials for their ex- 
plosive purposes. He has written numerous 
letters threatening all sorts of injuries, not 
stopping short of assasination. He has sug- 
gested the blowing up of steamers on the 
high seas. He has been engaged in numer- 
ous plots involving life and property, and has 
so far imposed upon the credulity of Lrish 
workingmen and servant-girls that they 
have supported him out of their earnings 
and enabled, him to live without work. In 
the midst of his breathings of slaughter and 
fire, however, he has received a letter warn- 
ing him that he himself is about to be assas- 
inated, and immediately we are treated to 
the most indignant protést on his part against 
letters of this kind. in other words, if is 
all right for him to write letters advising the 
assasination of others, but when others write 
letters advising his assasination it is all 
wrong. Weare not in favor of blowing up 

Donovan-Rossa or amy other person 
w ynamite, but by all the graces of con- 
sistency he ought not to make any fuss when 
héeis recommended to take his own medi- 
cine. 

Citizen Schwab, of New York, is another 
instance of inconsistency. This gentleman 
of infinit leisure is, as is well known, or has 
been a rank Communist. His favorit theory 
has been the destruction of all rights in 
property. In his Utepia everything was to 
be in common. No individual would own 
anything. Some indefinable conglomerate 
called the community would be the owner of 
everything. To accomplish this he was ready 
to employ assasination and incendiarism, 
and, to use his owh words, “ blood must 
flow like water.” These were Citizen 
Schwab’s theories, however, when he was 
poor and his beer-shop didn’t pay. Latterly 
the shop has been paying, and Citizen Schwab 
has been accumulating money until now he 
isrich. He has not only said nothing about 
dividing his money with his Socialistic cus- 
tomers, who have thronged his shop and 
grown thirsty listening to his discussions 
against the accumulation of wealth, but- it is 
said that his Socialistic beliefs are rapidly 
changing. If this beso, then it would not 
be a bad idea to set up Herr Most and some 
of the other brawling Socialist leaders in the 
beer business, and thus change their views 
also. 

These extraordinary experiences of O’ Don- 
ovan-Rossa and Citizen Sctitwab tend to 
argue that they do not believe what they are 
talking about. In reality, the one by the 
whisky route and the other by the beer route, 
they are seeking to enrich themselves at the 
expense of their ignorant and credulous 


| followers. When O’Donovan-Rossa gets 


money enough together out of the contribu- 
tions he will in all probability experience a 
change of views like Citizen Schwab, and we 
shall hear no more of dynamite, or burning 
hotels, or shooting Saxons.

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH. THE 
_ FOUNDLINGS? 

We trust that no charitably-disposed read- 
er of Ta&# Tripune failed to read and to 
heed the article printed in the last issue set- 
ting forth the difficulties which have arisen 
as to the proper care -and dispositionk of 
fouhdlingss The Foundlings’ Home is now 
so full of them thatit can accommodate no 
more. The Home for the Friendles has wise- 
ly decided to close its dvors against them, 
for the reason that it cannot give them the 
care they need. When 90 per cent of the lit- 
tle waifs received there die, not from want 
of humane treatinent, but because this s8x- 
cellent institution has not the means of car- 
ing for them, being organized fur a different 
purpose, it should certainly decline to re- 
ceive them. In the absence of any other 
asylum the law provides that the County 
Agent shall care for them, but the poor- 
house is no place for foundlings. They 
would be infinitly worse off there, and, as 
the County Agent himself says, would soon 
overflow the institution and die faster than 
they have done at the Home for the Friend- 
less. What, then, shall be done? Some pro- 
vision must be made, for such a condition of 
things is a reproach to the city. 

It may be premised at the very outset that 
this subject has always been treated with 
too much delicacy. It may bean evil that 
children should be born out of wedlock, but 
itis none the lesS8 a nefessary evil. It has 
existed since the beginhihg of time, and it 
will exist to the endof time. It cannot be 
legislated out of existénce any more than 
drunkenness. Itis not going to lessen be- 
cause people have an aversion to meddling 
with itor because theéyfook upon it as dis- 
graceful. It cannot be preached out of ex- 
istence. Religious prohibition is not going 
to check it. The apologetic piea for not rec- 
ognizing it that the multiplication of asylums 
for the care of foundlings will multiply the 
number of foundiings isa mere makeshift. 
it would be just as logical to claim that the 
establishment of new reformatories tends to 
increase the number of drunkards, or that 
every new insane asylum adds to the num- 
ber of thé insane. It isa cowaraly shirking 
of duty to regard it as an evil that con- 
taminates those who deal with it, or 
as a pest from which  right-minded 
persons must fiee. It is folly to shut 
the eyes to it. The only way to care for itis 
to recognize it boidly and absolutely and to 
deal with it as intelligently and generously 
as out hospitals deal with physical or mental 
diseases. Grant that it is asin, all the more 
are these little waifs entitled to care and con- 
sideration, for they are the innocent and 
irresponsible victims of that sin and upon 
them, not upon the unknown parents, falls 
the real burden of shame, of grief, and of 
social ostracism. In dé@aling with the evil 
also it is only manly and Christian to recog- 
hige that many of the mothers of these waifs 
aré morally innocent; that their fault was 
gommitted in moments of thoughtiesness 
and oftentimes in ignorance of the penalty; 
still more often, that they are victims of the 
basést déceit. It should be recognized, 
moreover, that there are very few among 
these unfortunate women, even among the 


of thein. 


We look for- 4 
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most ignorant, in whem the maternal in- 
Stinct is not very strong, and that if they 
knew there were some place where they 
could go and. care fer their children they 
would gladly avall themselves of it. 

The practieal quéstion that remains is, 
How shall they be provided for? Itis not 
likely that it can be done by general taxa- 
tion; perhaps it would not be desirable, for 
it is a matter that can be dealt With more 
effectively by private benevolence. Many 
charitable institutions in this ¢ity have been 
munificently endowed and equipped by pri- 
vate generosity whith aré nut so deserving 
as an asyluin,for the Gare of foundlings. 
Some place should be provided where chil- 
dren can be taken at oféé instead of being 
exposed on doorsteps or left in the streets. 
Not only this, some place should be provided 
where unfortuhatée women can feel that they 
can go and have their children and take care 
There is no greater or nobler char- 
ity in this city, none more deserving of 
most generous support, and yet, while 
all the ether charities ar handsome 
ly supported, it is evident that no 
sufficient provision has. been made for 
the care of foundlings. Dr. Shipman has 
done a great and noble’ work in his asylum 
upon his favorit plan of faith. Itis possible 
that he might still further enlarge his scope 
by an appeal to the charitable or by meet- 
ing some of our prominent citizens and lay- 
ing the subject before tham in a manner that 
no other person in this city is so competent 
todo. This would beadding works to faith, 
and he might not find himself so cramped 
and restricted as he is now. If this should 
not be practical, it certainly is practical to 
provide a place large enough for any con- 
tingency, and there are plenty of wealthy 
gentlemen in this city who can easily spare 
the money. Such a home, amply provided 
with nurses and with all tne other requisits 
for the care of foundlings, opening its doors 
not only to them butto the mottiers also, 
aud securing them a place where they can 
have their children and care for them, would 
be as noble a charity as any that now 
exist in Chicago. It would be an act of 
mercy to the children, who are innocent of 
any offense, and to the mothers, many of 
whom might be saved from entering upon 
courses of shame. It would put an end to 
the crime of infanticide, to the horrors of 
abortion, and to the devilish arts of the 
quacks who fatten upon the misfortunes of 
these poor women. Is there not public spirit 
enough in this city to provide for this char- 
ity, to sink all feelings of foolish. delicacy, 
and to recognize the present cdndition of the 
whole matter as disgraceful to the city? 
Other charities do not languish; why should 
this? * 

VILLAGE IMPROVEMENT. 

One of the signs of the times is the number 
of Village Improvement Societies springing 
up over the country. Every one has heard 
of the beauties of Stockbridge, Litchfield, 
Lenox, and the other towns among the Berk- 
shire Hills of Western Massachusetts, but it 
is not so well known that they owe most of 
what has been done to develop and direct the 
graces given by Nature to the operation of 
Village Improvement Societies. The first of 
these was started in Stockbridge twenty-nine 
years ago by one of the ladies of the place to 
obtain the benefits of organized action In 
planting trees and shrubbery, laying out 
drives, parks, and walks, establishing a li- 
brary, turning neglected roadsides into at- 
tractive lawns, and, in brief, converting the 
till then unkempt edges and angles of sub- 
urban surfaces into things of beauty to be 
joys forever. 

The Steckbridge society did a work that 
spoke so convincingly for itseif that the 
movement has spread without interruption, 
and has now reached as faras Kansas. The 
Hon. B. G. Northrop, of Connecticut, who 
was sixteen years at the head of the Oon- 
necticut Board of Education, and has made 
rural or village improvement his special 
study, has organized 160 of these societies in 
different parts of the United States. He is 
now at work in the West, where he finds the 
interest of the people in the improvement of 
rural and suburban homes not less keen than 
at the East. Mr. Northrop has spoken or 
will speak in almost all théprincipal subur- 
ban towns about, Chicago. The invitations 
to him to lecture on the subject and to assist 
in the formation of Village Improvement 
Societies come from points as far west as 
Kansas atid as far south as Texas. Even 
the old South begins to feel the impulse to 
elevate its homes and their setting. Next 
month Mr. Northrop goes to West Virginia, 
to give a series of his lectures through that 
State, by invitation of the State authorities, 

As a social and educational matter, this 
awakening desire to make the homes of the 
people attractive is of great importancé. 
Especially is it so in the neighborhood of 
Chicago, which is one of the great suburban 
centres of the country. A growing number 


of our wealthy and cultivated people are 


waking up to the onesidedness of city life 
for their children, if not for theniselves. At 
a recent meeting pf the leading Boston teach- 
ers it was found ‘that all of them had grown 
up in the country, Thesuburban towns that 
offer the greatest inducements of lawns, 
parks, fine trees, and attractive drives will 
win the largest share of the wealth and re- 
finement of the cities thatis in swelling vol- 
ume seeking for desirable sites in the coum 
try. 


Village Improvement Society is their natural 
field, for the destination of all its efforts is 
the civilization of the home. Here they can 
have female suffrage and hold office. And 
the railroads have a great duty to perfotm 
for their own sakes and that of the communi- 
ty. The work of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
with its turfed embankments, shade-trees, 
flowers, and shrubs, and pretty little stations 
shows that a railroad, instead of being the 
odious thing that .Ruskin so eloquently 
anathematizes, may be acentre of beauty and 
culture. It has been proved, too, by the ex- 
perience of their road, that, impracticable as 
the proposition would be pronounced at first 
blush by the average railroad maa, this in- 


vestmentin beauty pays.

THE NEW COMPETITOR OF THE HOG. 

There has been for some time a revolution 
quietly progressing in this country whereby 
lard as an article of food is finding an in- 
creasing and progressive fival. The annual 
product of lard in this country may be con- 
sidered as averaging 1,000,000 of tierces. 
The present preduct of cotton-sesd oil may 
be said to be equal to 400,000 tiertes. But 
the manufacture of cotton-seed oil, owing to 
the imperfection and inadequacy of thé ma- 
chinery, the Want of capital, and other de- 
ficiencies, is at present only équal to a small 
proportion of what it may become, comput- 
ing only the present growth of cotton. The 
production is now but one-fifth of what it 
may be wheti these deficiencies shall be sup- 
plied and overcome, In due time, therefore, 
the annual manufacture of cotton-seed oil 
may be expected to equal 2,000,000 of 
tierces, or twice the present product of lard. 
In addition to its use for lubrieating pur- 


‘poses, to which in t#me it may be adapted, 


this cotton-seed oil is capable of being used 
for all purposes (especially for food) that 
lard is employed for. It is now utilized not 
only for illuminating purposes, but as & sub- 
stitute for lard in all culinary or food prep- 
arations. §o rapidly has it grown into favor 
and so far taken thé place of lard in cooking 
that there has been & great falling off in the 
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Southern States iv the once large and anh 


versal demand for lard. 


‘The cotton seed after the 611 has been ex- 


pressed therefrom is now formed into cakes, 
and, in additiun to being used to some ex- 
tent as an article of human food, itis ecom- 
ing into extensive favor as @ food fot cattle, 
fot which purpose it is already commaprding 
a general demand. Ootton seed, which was 
until lately a valueless production, beifig 
cast aside asa useless commodity, has be- 
come an item in the production of the cotton- 
fields. It has even attained a commercial 
value. In its coarsest forms it is valuable, 
and after it has been treated with machinery 
itis a staple afticle of commetée. The pro- 
duction of oil is annually iferéasing, not 
only for hotme consumption, but after being 
refined it is largely exported. Ih some parts 
of Europe it has been extensively adopted as 
a substitute for American lafd, afdis des- 
tined to becomsé ot general use there as a 
food. 

Assuming that the annual product will in 
time equal if hot exceed the quantity of the 
annual hog product known as lard, what, if 
any, is to be the effect upon the American 
hog in the value of its production? This is 
a question for the future. Lard is pow used 
to adulterate butter aiid tallow is used to 
adulterate lard. What is to be the effect of 
cotton-seed oil on these products? ~

THERE is considerable clamor in various 
parts of the State every year about the stp- 
posed exemption “Of the real and personal 
property in Cook County from taxation, It 
is argued outside of this county that the 
taxable property in this city and county is 
underrated by the Assessors, and that the 
burden of taxation is unjustly avoided here 
and thrown upon the people and property of 
the rest of the State. Mr. James P. Root, 
than whom there is no mah in the State bet- 
ter informed op the subject of State and 
county assessments, has shown in a letter 
published in Tux Trtsune how frivolous and 
fallacious this argument is now, and has 
always been, and in another letter published 
this morning carries the war into Africa, 


-and roints out how at least $150,000,000 of 


new property produced in this State annual- 
ly is never heard of by the Assessor, and 
wholly escapes taxation in any form. This 
property, Which is purely agricultural, and 
which is produced by the farming interests, 
is converted into cash or its equivalent an- 
nually, but rarely and in small portions ever 
returned to the Assessor, and therefore never 
finds its way to the tax-lists, and pays no 
taxes. It is these producers of great annual 
additions to the taxable property of the State, 
and who thus enjoy an exemption from taxa- 
tion, wlio do the most talking about low 
assessments in Chieago, and it is this same 
class who ignore the fact that, while there is 
a regudar increase of the assessed value of 
taxable property in this county, there is a 
regular and persistent falling-off in the as- 
sessed. values of taxable property outside 
this county, amounting during the last ten 
years to 29 per cent. The reader will find 
Mr. Root’s statement published this morn ing 
of value and interest. 


CONGRESSMAN SPRINGER is reported as

The Cigarmakers Are Likely to Get the 
Advance Asked For. 

Thete does not seem to be any consider- 
able stiramong the cigarmakers regarding 
the reported strike on May 7. Mr. Henry 
Rohan, the President of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union, said the society simply passed the 
resolution to demand the $1 increase on the 
@yeaper grades of cigars, and made it public 
in order that the manufacturers might have 
plenty of time to decide on what action they 
would take, and, as far as he had been in- 
formed, all the manufacturers in the city had 
notified their hands that the increase would 
be allowed excepting Louis Cohn & 
Son and Springer & Co. Mr. Rohan 
further says that the talk about the 
jobber and retailer getting all the benefit of 
the tax reduction is honsense. All the man- 
ufacturer has to do is to charge the jobber or 
the retailer who buys direct from the mafu- 
facturer $1 more than he has been charging, 
and let the jobber and the retailer divide the 
other $2 between them, as it is very doubtful 
if the consumer will get the benefit of any of 
it. A number of the manufacturers who 
have notified their men that they will give 
thenrthe advance were seen yesterday after- 
noon regarding the statements that have ap- 
peared several times to the effect that Cohn 
& Soh and Springer & Co. were waiting for 
the New York firms, who are their com- 
petitors for the Vestein trade, to 
pay the increase demanded before they 
agreed to -it. With almost unanimous 
accord these firms say thisis all talk. They 
point to the fact that this increase is not 
asked on the high grade of cigars at all, but 
on the cheaper grades, and these two firms 
might just as well invent some other excuse. 
Mr. Louis Cohn, the senior partner of the 
firm of that name, said the cigarmakers had 
a very good excuse for asking an increase, 
on account of the tax reduction, and told a 
little story of how the New York manufact- 
urers anticipated the reduction by getting 
their printed matter announcing reductions 
all ready in the bands of their agents through- 
out the West, and then telegraphed them the 
moment the decision was made public to 
spread the news they had arranged for with 
printer’s ink. 

Mr. Cohn’s son started ona Western tour 
the Monday followimg the Saturday 
fighé decision, -and fouhd the New 
York posters announcing the reduction 
already up in (flaming colors. Mr. 
Cohn says he has not been asked by his men 

et to advance the price, so of course he has 
vad «ne chance to refuse, but he will 
guided by his New York competitors for 
the trade. The request for an advance is 
not uhexpected, he says, but he anticipates 
no trouble whatever. He has had men work- 
ing for him for ten years who never have to 
ask for an advance. Springer & Co. use 
about the same argument regarding the ad- 
vance as Mr. Cohn. Mr. Springer being of the 
opinion thatthe New York manufacturers 
will concede the advance to their men and 
leave no alternative for Western thanufact- 
urers but todothesame. However, if the 
New York manufacturers should refuse to 
give their men the advanee, his firm would 
prefer to lie idie for a time until some ar- 
rangement could be made, rather than to lose 
money by continuing to manufacture at the 
advance asked for.

Brarpwoop, Ill, April 19.—[(Spectal.]— 
This afternoon, at the office of the Eureka 
Coal Company in this city, the several min- 
ing officials connected with the mines in the 
Chicago & Wilmington Coal Association as- 
sembled to hear the ultimate disposition of 
the changes proposed in the contract for the 
coming year; also to hear the decision of the 
miners in regard to the proposed reduction 
of five cents per ton for all coal mined by the 
association companies.

Sweet, of Chicago, who 
was elected Chairman of the meeting. Mr. 
Robert Floyd was appointed Secretary, and 
at once read the decision of the miners who 
had assembled in mass-meeting last Satur- 
day to consider the rejection by the company 
of their several proposed changes, as well as 
their wishes in regard to the reducing of 
mining rates. The miners had instructed 
their committee to state to the company that 
they would not accede to any reduction and 
would consider it the duty of the mining 

to accede to their desires

the contract for the coming = year. 
in answer to their requests it wus deter- 
mined that their decision which had been 
previously made would be ultimate, and that 
no changes would be made, and the proposi- 
tion to reduce the price of mining the coal 
would be lowered as was at first stated. Mr. 
Floyd, who was the head man in the miners’ 
ecouniittee, said: “I don’t well see how you

Rates for Digging Adopted by the Rualil- 
road Coal Operators, 

PitrsBurRG, Pa., April 19.—[Special.|—At 
a meeting of railroad coal operators this aft- 
ernoon a redselution was unanimously 
adopted to the effect that notice of a reduc- 
tion in the price of digging from three and a 
half to three cents be given, to take effect 
Monday, April 23. This action relieves the 
situation of much of the uncertainty which 
has succeeded the failure of arbitration. 
Miners’ Secretary Flannery was not disposed 
to discuss the prababilities of astrike. He said, 
however, that the operators seemed to lose 
sight of some important tactors in the situa- 
tion. One was the high cost of living in this 
city. An operator said: **We have no fear 
of a general strike, for quite a number of 
the pits have been working at the three-cent 
rate since the isth of this month.”’ Another 
operator remarked: “I don’t believe there 
will be any strike on the Pan-Handle this 
summer. The majority of the men see the 
necessity of doing something that will bring 
us more trade, and realize the fact that it is 
better to work full time at three cents thau 
stand out all summer tor three and 
one-half.” An influential miner voiced 
the sentiment ot his fellow- 
workmen, saying: ‘“‘Well, they have been 
in a great hurry to order the reduction, but 
we won’t be in such a hurry to accept it. 
They went into the arbitration matter with a 
determination to effect a reduction in the 
price of mining, and now they force the 
measure upon us. A. few days will deter- 
mine what the miners will do.”’ The organ- 
ization is making efforts to get a full repre- 
sentation at Tuesday’s convention, and if the 
attendance is sufficient a strike will likely be 
declared,

CLEVELAND, O., April 1%.—[Special.|— 

Lapham & Co., consisting of Joseph H. Lap- 
ham and Francis W. Parsons, and known as 
the Cleveland Wooden-Ware Company, do- 
ing business at 94 Leonard street, this city, 
and at North Rigley, Mich., made an assign- 
ment to Charles W. Bernard this morning. 
The correct amount of liabilities and assets 
cannot be given yet, but the assets will be 
a®dut $100,000 and the - liabilities. $25,000 or 
$30,000 more. The firm has been in opera- 
tion here for three years, and were in a 
large way of business. Mr. Lapham is 
at North Rigley, taking an inventory. The 
cause of the failure is said to be low rates of 
profit, to Keep pace with competition, and 
action on the part of the workmen employed 
in demanding their wages every two weeks, 
instead of on the monthly plan. There was 
not enough money on hand to do this, and as 
the tnen struck and forced matters, an 
assignment was inevitable, as the goods. on 
hand were unfinished and could not be 
plaeed on the market. About 180 men are 
thrown out of employment.

Our action upon thé liquor question during 
the present session bas been careful and eon- 
siderate. Amendments to the Constitution of 
the State bave been submitted in such form 
that the people by their votes may express 
and direct the policy to be pursued in the fut- 
ure in fegard to this most important subject. 
If the people desire that the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicatmg liquors shall be forever pro* 
hibited by law, they have but to say so at the 
ballot-box. If on the contrary they prefer that 
full power to tax or license the traffic shall be 
placed in the hands of the Legislature, it is their 
province so to will and in their 
direct. The law we have 
ing the liquor trade is believed 
be fair ane just in its provisions 
towards all poraons of the State, and I think 1 
may safely say fairly represents the Hepublican 
position upon this subject. Did the Constitution 
of the State give the Legislature that fuller 
power provided for in the amendments to the 
Constitution, which have been submitted to the 

eople, the bill we have passed taxing and regu- 
ating the traflic might have been shorn of those 
features to which most objection is made. The 
objectionable points in the law, if such there 
be, however, are more in form than in sub- 
stance. The principle of texation of the 
liquor {traffie is governmental, and in vogue 
in nearly all the States. The right of each com- 
munity to reguiate its own domestic institutions 
in its own way is the doctrine taught by Steptién 
A.Dougias, and long since Was embraced in 
every Democratic platform of the country. 
Upon the action we have taken on this question 
we may safely go before the people and be con- 
tent to abide thé result. it can probably be 
said with safety that no Legislature for many 
years bas been so free from jobs and schemes 
as this one. In fact, all questions in this re- 
spect have been conspicuous by their absence. 
Corruption and bribery seen? to have been unh- 
known, and, as far as public opinion goes, this

Regulating the Employment of (Vomen 
and Children in Connecticut. 

Hartrorp, Conn., April 19.—[Special. ]— 
The Connecticut House of Representatives 
this afternoon, by 118 yeas to 55 nays, passed 
the bill prohibiting the employment of wom- 
en or of children under 18 years of age in 
manufacturing establishments more than ten 
hours per day. Representatives of the man- 
ufacturing interest made a strong fight 
against the bill, but the House was influenced 
by @amaging admissions that in many mills 
there are children as young as 9 years who 
work eleven hours per day, and are ccom- 
pelled by their parents to se work. Theidea 
of the bill was to prevent this by prohibiting 


the manufacturers from employing them, 
and the penalty is fixed at from $50 to $100 
for every violation. Unsuccessful efforts 
were made to amend the bill so as to apply to 
women and girls employed as clerks in stores, 
but the argument prévailed that, org ne 
the hours were long, their work was light 
and not unhealthy. 


Important IEnsurance Legislation in 
Michigan—Opening the Doors for For- 
eign Companies, 

LANSING, Mich., April 19.—[Special.]—The 
Senate has reported favorably on a bill pro- 
viding fur local option, and there is now on 
foot a scheme for amending the bill provid- 
ing for submitting the prohibitory amend- 
ment proposition to the people by adding a 
clause for submitting at thé same time the 
question of liquor taxation. This scheme 
meets with much favor in certain influential 
quarters. The-Senate has tabled the bill to 
provide for the abolition of the office. of 
Deputy Land Commissioner. The business 
of the office has grown less and less each 
year, and during the last four years 
of Republican Administration there has 
been no deputy employed, but one of the 
first things the reformers did on coming into 
the kingdom last winter Was to appoint the 
son of the new Railroad Commissioner to 
the long unfilled sinecure. It is believea the 
bill will yet pass, and that the day is not far 
distant when the entire Swamp Land Bureau 
will be abolishea, This was a field-day for 
insurance legislation. The House this fore 
noon passed the Blacker bill and this after- 
noon the Fletcher bill. The Blacker bill 
admits foreign mutual fire ahd marine 
insurance companies organized under the 
laws of other tes to do business in this 
State, if they ean@how up $200,000 in premi- 
uin face-value notes of solvent parties, and 
not less than $10,000, cash or deposit 
funds. It also relieves certain companies 
now under banishment, provided they pay 
into the State Treasury $250 fine, which eov- 
ers all past delinquencies. This is of es- 
pecial interest to certain Chicago companies, 
one at least of which had been driven out of 
the State. The second or Fletcher 
bill . also got A ood majority. 
This is the act whith is calculated 
to prevent the formation of boards of under- 
writers or other combinations for huiling 
rates. The Senate also passed the Sénate 
bill authorizing Iffe-insurance companies to 
deposit with the State Treasurer personal 
obligations secured by mortgage, in place of 
the securities now required, ‘The House has 
also, after a contest of more than a inonth, 
passed the Barnard bill, giving minority 
stockholders a representation on Boards of 
Directors of all corporations. ‘The Upper 
Peninsula Representatives, and seores of 
people in the employ of corporations, fouglt 
this biJl to. the very last ditch, and died with 
their harness on, after having exhausted 
every known device for delaying and defeat-

Hecites evidence on file at 
the French Consulate in New York and the 
State Department, but none of the docu- 
ments can apparently be found, and there is 
nothing to show that his interest in France 
dates back further than the ae of his 
case before this commission. lis ac- 
count of property, for which he claims 
about $328,000, reads like a  fro- 
mance, and js equally unsupported as 
his claim to French citizenship. He declares 
that he owned $45,000 of property at Pelican 
Point, in Charleston harbor, destroyed™by 
Union forces in 1863.

Then he has aclaini for a 
$15.000 house destroyed by Gen. Kilpatrick 
near Aiken, S. C., upon a given day. ‘Testi- 
mony goes to show that there was no such 
house in existence where he locates it, and, 
furtheruiore, Kilpatrick had Jeft that section 
of country two weeks before and gone on to 
Columbia. He has another schedule of 
a tobacco store destroyed by Union shells in 
the City of Charleston, which does not appear 
to have hadany existence at the time alleged, 
except in the $300,000 imagination of Fenten- 
héim and his goad wife Honora. She seems 
to swear as fluen as her husband. ‘Then 
again, this worthy couple claims to have 
been despoiled of several thousand dollars’ 
worth of money and jeweis by deserters from 
Gen. Butler’s army who were dressed in 
Confederate uniforms and met the righteous 
couple on the Chickahominy.

MINING PATENTS. 
THE LAW GOVERNING TOWN-SITE 
MINING RIGHTS. 

WasuIneTton, D. C., April 19.—To-day the 
Secretary of the Interior decided the case of 
Batista Papina vs. Thomas Alderson et al., 
applicants for a patent for the ‘‘ Knterprise 
Mine,” located within the patented limits of 
the town site of Placervillé, Cal. Le recites 
in detail the legislation touching town-site 


and mining rights, and as a guide to the cor- 
rect- practice lays down substantially the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1. That the owner of atown lot under a city 
title may be recognized as au adverse claimant 
under the mining statutes to demand a stay ot 
proceedings for the purpose of bringing suit in 
court to determine the rig of possession and 
ali collateral questions, if he shali elect to cojne 
forward and set up his own title and deny the 
right of the mining applicant, although it may 
pephaps not be incumbent upon him to do so in 
order to protect his own title under & tewn-site 
patent already issued, : 

2. That reservation from patent to town site 
of “any mine of gold, silver, cinnabar, or cop- 
per, or toaoy valid mining claim or possession 
beid under existing laws of Congress,'’ following 
the language of the town-site laws, carries out 
of said patent such mines and such mining 
rights as existed at its date, and it is the duty of 
this department to aid the law and allow claims 
to mining ground to be presented and the patent 
to be obtained, limited to the precise extent of 
reservation 80 made. ; 

3. That to procure such patent the applicant 
will be required toshow aillirmatively the true 
location of the vein and the extent of his own 
claim for surface ground, exhibiting by his plat 
its relation. to all other claims, and to streets, 
blocks, and mugicipal or other improvements; 
also to prove the necessity of such surface 
ground to the use and operating of his mine. If 
the location antedates the town-site appropria- 


AND 


tion he must connect himseif with the original 4 


claim as actually possessed and claimed, not in 
excess of the surface ground ailowed by law or 
local custom at the date of the town-site appro- 
priation. | 

4. That when such showing has been made 
siftticient to establish a clear prima-facie case 
the applicant may be allowed to proceed by 
publication as in other cases, subject to the 
filing of adverse claims and. proceedings in 
courts, and if no adverse claims are tiled he 
oer f bave his patent upon completing bis proofs 
and entry, such patent to contain the usual res- 
érvations respecting town rights. 


“NET EARNINGS,” 
THEIR LEGAL DEFINITION REMAINS AN OPEN 
QUESTION.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—The pub- 
lished report that the Union Pacific Railway 
Company will be debarred from paying divi- 
dends on its stock or interest on its bonds 
pending the Government suit against it to 
determine the true meaning of the tefm “ net 
earnings” is authoritatively and explicitly 
denied at the Department of Justice.. It is 
also officially stated that there is as yet no 
certainty that the suggested suit will be in- 
stituted, as the question at issue between the 
Governmentand company may very possibly 
be determined as an incident to the pending 
suit of the company against the Government 
in the Court of Claims for the ascertainment 
of an amount not yet judicially fixed, but es- 
timated at about $500,000 due to the company 
under the Supreme Court decision of last 
year for transporting mails. But in any 
event the payment of dividends and of inter- 
est on the company’s bonds will not be inter- 
fered with. .

OTIIER INTELLIGENCE.

The dead 
man is a_ fine-looking man, a blonde 
with a slight sandy beard and brown hair, 
about five feet seven and.a half or eight 
inches tall, and looks like a man of good 
habits in life.

THE PRESIDENT. 


He Experiences a Siege with Seasick- 
ness—At Savannah—Will Leave 
for Washington This 
Afternoon. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Ais 19.—[{Special.]—For 


the thirty hours ending at 10 o’clock this 
morning, when the ‘Tallapoosa dropped an- 
chor in midstream opposit the Savannah 
wharves, the President exercised his func- 
tions and was addressed as Commander-in- 
Chief of the navy. ‘The experience was less 
comfortable than novel, a strong wind be- 
ginning on ‘Tuesday, which redoubled its 
vigor on Wednesday morning, and at sup- 
rise, when the ‘Tallapoosa crossed the 
St. Augustine bar, the water seaward 
was nearly as rough as in a gale. 
THE PRESIDENT SEASICK. 

‘The tempestuous nature of the voyage was 
sufficient to make the lDresidentand all the 
party seasick, anda very unpleasant time 
was had. The President made heroic efforts 
to remain on deck, but finally sought his 
cabin with much more speed than dignity, 
the Tallapoosa tossing up and down like a 
skiff among breakers. Smooth water was 
reached early in the afternooff, and at even- 
ing the ship dropped anchor in Tybee Roads, 
twenty miles below the city. A revenue cut- 
ter here metthe Tallapoosa, and the Mayor 
and Common Council came abvard and 
greeted the President. The ‘Tallapoosa was 
again under way at 7 o’clock this-morning. 

AT SAVANNAH, 

The first salute on the way up the river 
caine from the Yantic, the yards being 
manned in the President’s honor. On. near- 
ing the city colors were displayed from all 
the shipping along the wharves. The 
anchor was dropped at 100’clock, when the 
President immediately came-ashore and 
went to the residence of his cousin, Mrs. 
Botts, on Montery Square. He drove Sut 
this afternoon, and at 4vo’clock shook hands 
with a crowd of people at the Common 
Council Chamber. * 

Hie will leave for Washington tomorrow 
atternoon by the Tallapoosa, stopping over 
Sunday at Fortress Munroe.

The Situation at the Straits. 

The al'-absorbing topicin marine circies is the 
condition of the Straitsof Mackinaw. The large 
number of rriers now in the harbor and 
river are for chime being tied up, while their 
commanders and crews are becoming impatient 
and eager to getaway. The most authentic ad- 
vices as to the condition of the straits are to the 
effect that, although the channel east of "Macki- 
naw Isiand is graduallyfbeing cleared by pre- 
vailing winds and rain, the western passage is 


frozen solid from Petoskey to Beaver Island and 
as far as the eye can reach. The ice is reported 


‘as being porous and rotting somewhat, but itis 


doubtful if the Straits are open to navigation 
before the Ist of May, although some of the 
large iron propellers may be abie to force their 
pe through by siow, iaborious work 4 little 
earlier. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., April 19.—[Special.]—The 
jce gorge is still unbroken, but large cakes 
break off at the edges gradually and float down. 
It is utterly useless for any craft ‘to attempt the 
passage of the Straits betore the break men- 
tioned inthe dispatches, as the field extends 
over fifty miles up. There is a northwest wind, 
brisk, clear, and cold. 

MACKINAW ClTY, Mich., April 19.—[Special.]— 
The ice is melting siowly. Between this city 
and St. Ignaceit is all clear water, but between 
here and Cheboygan it is quite rotten anda 
heavy east wind would break itup. Above Mc- 
Gulpin’s light it looks solid. I do nct think boats 
can get through before the 25th or 30th. The 
weather is pleasapt and cool,a northwest wind 
biowing tonight. 


Grain-Carriers Chartered at Milwaukee 
by Chicago Shippers. ! 

The inquiry for grain-carriers yesterday did 
not diminish, aithough but one local vessel was 
chartered, and that was onathrough rate to 
Philadelphia, althoyeh it is stated that the rate 
to Buffalo was4cents. It was the schooner 
Ackiey for 50,000 bushels of vorn. It is now 
currently reported that the shippers bave re- 
sorted to anotner stratagem in order to crea 
general cut in grain freights,and which they 
think is likely to prove effectual in enabling 
them to gain their point, although the carriers 
do not seem to entertain the same opinion 
and consider it more as a “biuff.” 
It is well known here that there is but very 
little grain at Milwaukee awaiting shipment, 
and there will be but little demand for the grain- 
carriers now at that port. The shippers here 
say that they are receiving inquiries from Mil- 
waukee vesselmen every day, and that they can 
get as many vessels as they desire that are will- 
ing to accept their offers. The propellers Na- 
bant_and Barnum have both been chartered 
fram™there by wire for 50,000 bushels of corn 
each, at 3% cents per bushel! to Buffalo, which is 
14 cent lower than is demanded by carriers bere. 
Hotb propellers arrived yesterday afternoon and 
will load today. 


Vesseimen Satisfied with the Lumbere- 
- Rates. 

Vesselmen express themselves as being” very 
well satisfied with the rates on lumber-freights, 
which is on a basis of $1.50 per thousand: feet 
from Muskegon to this port. The demand for 
carriers is steadily increasing, and a large num- 
ber of vessels will sail for east-shore lumber- 
ports today and tomorrow. Charters reported 
yesterday were the schooners Coaster and 
Moses Gage to Grand Haven, and the Covell to 
White Lake, all at going rates. The re- 
port that navigation bad opened in Green Bay 
resulted in many inquiries for vessels to ports in 
that locality, and there will probably be a num- 
ber of charters made today. Apparently there 
will be no scarcity of vessels at fresent, asa 
number of grain-carriers announce their inten- 
tion of entering the lumber trade unless they 
succeed in getting their rates. 


A Marine Insurance Pool Not Wet 
Formed, 

The Marine Insurance Board bave not yet 
been able to arrive at any definit understand- 
ing regarding the formation of a pool on cargo 
insurance, although itis thought that the pros- 
pects for an amicable settlement of their sev- 
eral difficulties are. very favorable, and that a 
pooling of their interests will be effected with- 
out much difficulty. Each one of the twenty-eight 
insurance companies represented claims to be 
sincere in its desires to form a pool, and about 
the only trouble lies in the apportionment of 
business. The agents say they are disgusted 
with the low rates that have existed 
so far this season, and that unless they can ar- 
rive at some mutual understanding the business 
will be practically ruined. Regarding the ex- 
tremely low rates of insurance that are being 
maintained at Milwaukee, agents here say they 
care nothing about the, matter, as there is but 
very little business done in that city in the line 
of cargo insurance, and that the combined busi- 
ness of the twenty-five companies represented 
there last year did not exceed $15,000. 

The agents held another meeting at the office 
of T. H. White yesterday afternoon, which re- 
sulted about the same as the previous meeting 
so far as the formation of a pool is concerned. 
The committees previously appointed made 
verbal reports of what they had done so far, and 
the matter was referred back to Be 
with instructions to make further arrangentfents 
and present a written report at the next meet- 
os which will occur this afternoon. 

r. Ranoey, the Secretary, stated that at the 
meeting today the agents would permanently 
decide the question one way or another, although 
be could not state what the fipal result 
would be.

cago to New York. Accordingly the repre 
seutatives of the freight departments of the- 
roads running Kast met yesterday 
afternoon at oe pee gaa Moore’s office 
to adopt a new tariff. The new tariff 
on eight class, which includes 
grain, flour, malt, fertitizers, bay, and flax-

The new tariff 
goes into effect at once. The rates on provis- 
jons aud other classes of east-bound freight 
remain the same as heretofore fer the pres- 
ent, but it is quite certain that the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee will also agree at its 
meeting in New York next week to makea 
similar reduction in provision rates. When- 
ever the attempt has been made heretofore 
to maintain a 10 cents @ifference between 
grain and provision rates it has failed, be- 
cause it has Worked disastrously to the pro- 
vision interests, and it is not probable that 
any such difference can now be maintained 
forany length of time. If it had not been 
for the opposition of the Vanderbilt people 
to an  immeaiate reduction in grain 
rates the reduction would already have 
been made last Monday. Mr. Vanderbilt 
wanted to have the old rates maintained 
until May 1 at least, becanse he feared that 
by reducing rates now another reduction 
would become necessagy about Mayl. Itis 
to Vanderbilt’s interest to maintain as high 
as ssibie through the summer, be- 
cause his New XY ork Central gets the bulk of 
the business from the steamboat lines at 
Buffalo, and the higher the regular all-rail 
through rates the greater will be his propor- 
tion. It was found, however, that some of 
the roads have been taking grain ata 25-cent 
rate for some days past, and that unlessa 
general reduction to that figure was made at 
once a general cutting of rates would-be the 
inevitanle résult, and therefore the reduc- 
tion was ordered in ;spite of Vanderbilt’s 
opposition. It is rey believed that 
another reduction will be made about May 1, 
or at the latest May 15. Last summer grain 
rates did not‘gu below 25 cents, but this year 
it wili hardly be possible to maintain sucha 
rate, as business promises to fe unusually 
light this year, shipments having been ex- 
traordinarily heavy during the winter. Be- 
sides, the competition by Erie Canal will be 
greater this vear than ever fore, as the 
capaktoils have been abolished. Further- 
more, the business that will go by rail is to 
be divided among more roads than formerly, 
owing to the completion of the Nickel-Plate 
and the Chicago & Atlantic and the increased 
facilities by the Chicago, SU Louis & Pitts- 
burg for handling east-bound traffic. To 
provide asufficient amount of business for 
all the Eastern lines a much larger amount 
will be required than formerly.

Genera)~Manager Callaway. of the Chi- 
cage & Grand Trunk, Meiutes the 
Statements Made by Stock Shippers 

_ Regarding Irregularities in Dressed- 
Beef Shipments. 

General-Manager Callaway, of the Chicago 
& Grand Trunk Railway. tlaims that, if thé 
interviews with cattle-dealers regarding the 
dressed-beef business published in Tax 
TRIBUNE recently were correctly reported, 
these parties willfully and maliciously mis- 
represented his road and its officials, Mr. 
Callaway states that, so far as he knew, there 
was no one connected with either the Chica- 
go & Grand Trunk or Grand Trunk of Cana- 
do who had any stock in the Swift Dressed- 
Beef Company. The President of the com- 
pany, Joseph Hickson, he says, is very strict 
in regard to any of its officers or agents con- 
necting themselves with outside interests, 
and, even if any of the officers were so dis- 


Tu- 


posed, it would be” difficult for them 
to be identified with such an_insti- 
tution without losing their positions. 


He says no threat has been made by his 
company to withdraw from the pool. The 
question was a very simple one, and one that 
would be decided on its merits. If the cattle- 
men could show that the proportional differ- 
ence between the dressed-beef rates and the 
cattle rates was unfair to cattlemen he had 
no doubt they would be changed, but thus 
far there had been no evidence presented to 
his knowledge to show that 60 per cent above 
cattle rates was not about correct and fair. 
The statement made, Mr. Callaway says, that 
refrigerator cars are being hauled back 
empty is not true. There are more refrig- 
erator cars loaded west-bound over his line 
than there were cattle cars; in fact, very 
seldom were loads secured for cattle cars, 
while refrigerator cars very often came west 
loaded with apples and such other perish- 
able freight as would not damage the cars 
for the transportation of dressed  bDeef. 
Dressed beef, he says, has been shipped over 
the Chicago & Grand Truyk Line buta few 
months, and he was quit@ sure that during 
that time there had been very little. if any, 
under-billing; in fact, when Commissioner 
Fink sent deputies to the Stock-Yards to in- 
vestigate these charges, they were unable to 
discover any irregularities in regard to the 
billing of Mr. Swift’s business, and from his 
(Mr. Callaway’s) acquaintance with Mr. 
Swift he felt quite sure that he would not 
endeavor to transact his business in any such 
irregular way, nor would the Chicago & 
Grand ‘Trunk officials in any manner coun- 
tenance or permit such irregular and dis- 
honest proceedings. The Chicago & Grand 
crap Mr. Callaway says, is just as much 
interested as any of the othe@® Kastern roads 
in making the rates fair for both the 
cattle-shippers and the dressed beef 
men, and as soon as any evidence can be 

produced to show that the present existing 

rate was untair it would be the first to 
request achange. Mr. Callaway feels very 

much annoyed at the allegations of some of 
the stock-shippers that Mr. Swift got his ad- 

vantage in consequente of giving personal 

equivalents to the officers of his road. He 

thinks, however, that his reputation and that 

of the other officers of the Chicago & Grand 

Trunk will not suffer by such anonymous 

attacks, which he thinks are made for the 

purpose only of a the dressed-beef busi- 

ness. In regard to the statement made by 

one of the cattle-shippers that the Grand 

Trunk had been caught hauling a carload of 
25,000 pounds, and receiving freight charges 

on only 16,500 pounds, Mr. Callaway says it 
is, so far as he knows, without founda- 
tion. Certainly no such charge had 

ever been preferred against his road since his 
connection. with it, and prior to that no 

dressed beef was shipped over the line from 

Chicago. Mr. Catiaway also wishes to have it 

stated that the buik of Swift’s beef\is not 
shipped by the Chicago & Grand Trunk, but 

by the Michigan Central. 


Indications that the ‘Fight Between the 
Board of Trade and the BRallroads 
Will Soon Be Amicably Adjusted. 

The representatives of the treight depart- 
ments of the roads running east from this 
city held a meeting yesterday at the office of 
Commissioner Moore and informally dis- 
cussed the action of the Shippers’ and Ke- 
ceivers’ Association at its meeting Wednes- 
day. No official notification from the associa- 
tion has yet been received, and consequently 
no formal action could be taken.

Caus@ of Communistic Earthquakes: Too 
Many People to the Acre.

Lonpon, April 2, 1883.—My Drar Mr. 
Epiror: Perhaps you are pot aware that I 
am over here, and perhap#"you are. But I 
have been living in London, Paris, end other 
European villages for now something like 
two months. I have been over to Paree 
twice. The first time | went over it was on 
my own account. The last me I went to 
quell the revolution which was‘to have taken 
place; and, as it did not take place and as I 
went there, you may draw your own con- 
clusions. I[ left John Wyman in Lon- 
don to look after the Irish and 
other trifling annoyances which are caus- 
ing the Britist lion 80 much irfta- 
tion... The Invincibles, or somebody else, 
heard Wyman was dining and wining with 
Toole, the comedian, Edmund Yates, the 
philanthropist, Henry Irging, the tragedian, 
and other notable actors, epicures, and ’ale 
fellows well met; and so “improved the 
shining hour’ that, the first thing I knew, 
half of the India Office was blown up by 
dynamite, and this mighty Empire was 
shaken from centre to circumference. I 
came back post-haste, “blew up” John 
Wyman, and he at once left for America. 
Having thus disposed of Wyman, whom I 
strongly suspect of being “ No. 1,” i may add 
that my opportune arrival here has perhaps 
preserved the Parliament Building, West- 
minster Abbey, and other. memorable struct- 
ures from meeting with a fate that I shudder 
to think about. The fact that I did come 
back, and that they have not been blown up, 
will again enable you to put this and that to- 
gether and judge fomyourself as to my ca- 
pabilities as a peace-factor in this world of 
trouble. 

As you see, Iam somewhat posted in the 
disturbing elements and forces that do so 
much to confound society on this side of the 
Atlantic, l have no objections to impart to 
you my belief as to the 
REAL CAUSE OF THESE COMMUNISTIC EARTH 

QUAKES. 
Itis this: There are too many people to the 
acre: or else their acres are too small; or, 
if there is the proper measurement to 


each acre, then there is not acreage 
enough. Take France, whose area 
is 24,000 square miles, with, say, 


37,000,000 of population. The square root of 
the number of people to the mile or the acre 
is wrong; and of the total area not over 
three-fourths is available for productive pur- 
poses. Again, otr idea of a Republicisa 
government of peace. France has a stand- 
ing army of 500,000 men, witha military re- 
serve Of 600,000 morg, supported largely by 
the efforts of women workingin the fields 
and woods to earn money with which to 
teed and clothe this army of idlers.

A lady asked him why he thus presented 
himself, **O!” he exclaimed, * I have none— 
the Army Comunittee not having yet decided 
what kind we are to wear!”’ 

The budget for the ordinary expenses of 
running the French Government for the year

1 tnyself 
think emigration would do them the most 
good; perhaps they themselves would pre- 
fer to starve. Reealling the story of the

Bardwell-Slote Florence, they can beat me 
by a large majority. Every foot of availa- 
ble land is worked to its highest productive 


capacity. Not a twig of wood pruned 
from the ees or dead = grape-vine 
is wasted.

the poun the overtaxed inliabitants of the 
cities.

A MATTER OF ABSOLUTE NECESSITY.

A Orazy Woman Promises to Lay 
a Portion of Atchison, Kas., 
in Ashes—She Succeeds 
and Is Arrested. 


ATCHISON, Kas., April 19.—[Special.]}~A 
sensation has been created bere owing to the 
following facts: A woman named ClaraJ. 
Wilson was taken before the grand jury of 
Harrison County, Missouri, with her family, 
to answer a charge of arson. Asshe refused 
y testify ghe was sent to jail for contempt of 

urt. She escaped from there, and was lost 
sight of. Today the Chief of Police here re- 
ceived a letter from the Prosecuting-Attor- 
ney of Harrison County which inclosed one 
from Clara dated Atchisén;in which, among 
other things, she states: 

“] have burned more than one building, 
and before Wednesday nightsome of Atchi- 
son will be in ashes, like 8. A. VDale’s house. 
Nobody knoWs my name, and 1 will burn 
half of Atchison, kill all l can, and then go 
to some ot place and killand burn more. 
L will be as sa as 1 can.”’ 

As severaP atteinpts have been made dur- 
ing the last two weeks to start incendiary 
fires in the Qusiness portion of this city, this 
gave a clew, and today the sequel came. 
Dan Weeks, who is lessee of the exposition 
grounds, came to the city on horseback, 
stating that «the stalls and barns on 
the grounds. were in flames, and that 
he had chased the woman who set the fire 
over fields and prairie. Citizens and officers 
started in buggies to find her, which they did 
after a long chase and as she sank exhausted 
into a diteh. She was brought to town and 
placed in the county jail, where she now is, a 
raving maniac, destroying everything in her 
reach and crying for matches. The woman 
also fired, earlier in the day, the main stair- 
case aud apartinent of the exposition build- 
ing, which was extinguished. She also fired 
Col. Brown’s granery, which, with the 
fences, were destroyed. The loss on stalis 
and other property is $1,000. She hase been 
confined In an insane. asylumin St. Joseph, 
but escaped. Her people have been coin- 
municated with, and it is expected they will 
take her home. ¢ 


A FATHER’S DEVOTION. 


He Watches His Daughter’s Corpé<e for 

Months, and Refuses to Have the Re- 

ains Interred. 

Hanrrorp, Conn., April 19.—[Special.}— 
Some time before last Christmas Mr. and 
Mrs. Edgar Brewer lost a beloved daughter 
16 years of age. So attached was the father 
to the daughter that he would not permit heg 
remains to be interred, and for ali these 
months the body has remained-.in their par- 
ler. A Hartford undertaker goes to the 
house of death frequently, and applies pre- 
servatives. Every night, after the midnight 
hour, Mr. Brewer gets up, dresses himself, 
and sits with the corpse the rest 
of the night. Hée addresses the 
inanimate form with words of endearing af- 
fection, and speaks tendggly to it as though 
his daughter heard his ds. When day- 
light creeps into the room he goes out and 
again seeks his bed and finishes his sleep. 
Neighbors have tried ta vain to indwce him 
to consent to the burial of his daughter. His 
wife has suffered greatly by her husband’s 
strange conduct, but nothing that she could 
say would induce bim to part with the body. 
But he has now at |p consented that a 
vault be built. in his §door-yard, 
which, by his express orders, is 
to be made easily« accessible, so 
that he can still hold nightly communion 
with the object of his affecuon. The explan- 
ation of the strange affair is that when 
girl was oh her dying-bed she expressed a 
dread of being put into the ground, and the 
father told her that she should not be. When

A STRANGE DISEASE. 


Death of Dora Malz at Beading, Pa, 
from a Most Strange Affliction. 
KEADING, Pa., April 19.—[Special.]—Dora

About two years ago a small lump the size 
of a walnut appeared on her right arm, be- 
tween the elbow dnd shoulder.

PRICE OF MILK IN CHICAGO. 

At the annual! meeting of the Dundee Dairy- 
man’s Association, held Wednesday, prices were 
fixed for the milk product for the next six 
months, the price being slightly less than last 
year. Since nine-tenths of the milk sold in the 
city comes from the members of the association 
a reporter yesterday calicd upon several of the 
prominent local dealers in milk to ascertain 
what the effect of the reduction would be. They 
agreed in saying that the reduction amounted 
to only about one-half a cent per gailou on last 
year’s prices, and tbat it would have 
no effect whatever. They had paid 16% 
cents for miik during the winter 
months, and had supplied it for seven 
cents a quart to families, and the price for the 
summer months averaged a fraction jess than 
15 cents a gallon to thedealers, who would, how- 
ever, conform to the usual rule of reducing the 
price to 6 ceygs per quart for unskimmed milk 
to families On and after May 1, but the new 
price-list had nothing to do with it.

THE COUNTY -BUILDING. 


The report of the Warden of the hospital 
f e week ending yesterday showed that the 
number of patients was 36%, against 366 for the 
previous week. The admissfons had been eighty- 
seven, the discharges seventy-six, and the 
deaths nine. 

The question of supplying the new infirm- 
ary with water was discussed by the Committee 
on Public Buildings, and the proposition to dig 
a reservoir to catch the water from the stream 
through the farm was adopted. The exact lo- 
cation of the reservoir is yet to be determined, 
as also some of the details. Commissioner 
O'Neill was intrusted with supervising the con- 
struction. 

The cook at the Poor House yesterday in- 
sisted upon asserting his right to the proceeds 
of the sale of the accumulating bones, and 
other refuse matter.of the institution, and the 
result was that Superintendent Spray, in the 
absence of Warden Frey, who is now on &a 
junket with the Commissioners, discharged 
bim. This was too much for the butcher, to 
whom the bones appeared to have been meat, 
and upon his joining i@the dispute, his services 
were aiso dispensed with. Dr. Spray acted 
upon the assumption that the proceeds from 
the bones belonged to the county, and has, per- 
haps, put a stoptoa condition of affairs which 
never should have existed. The discharged 
men, however, took a different view of ft, and 
were around in the afternoon interviewing the 
Commissioners, but received very little comfort. 


The Hospital Committee had before it yes- 
terday the proposition to add two internes to 
the County Hospital force. It was opposed hy 
Commissioner Donnersberget on the ground of 
economy, but it was brought against him that 
the rules adopted by the board authorized the 
addition, or completion of the force; and, fur- 
thermore, that Drs. Henrotin, Baxter, Guerin, 
and others of the Medical Board had recom- 
mended the same as a necessity, and the re- 
sult was the commitee finally recom- 
mended that t extra internes 
allowed. The internes receive their board for 
their pay. and at the last examination four 
passed. IT'wo of them were appointed at the 
time to fill vacancies, and since then the others, 
who returned to their homes, bave been written 
to by the Medical Board to report and eater 
upon their duties in accordance with the_rules 
and necessities of the institution. Whelithey 
came, however, some of the Commissioners ob- 
jected to their admission the institution, and 
they were debarred, abd the action taken yes- 
terday was the resuitof along fight. The rec- 
ommendation of the committee will, no doubt, 
be concurred in, and the new internes will enter 
upon their duties tne coming week.

THE LATEST MURDER. 
YOUNG RUN OVER AND KILLED BY A 
RECKLESS HORSEMAN, 

At 6 o'clock last evening three men went tear- 
ing along Halsted street on horseback, and at 
the corner of Van Buren street, in attempting 
to slow up in order w turn weston Van Luren 
street, the foremost horseman, who was riding a 
gray horse, collided with a street car and a lum- 
ber wagon, idjuring the animal somewhat. 
Heading west after some trouble, the man on the 
gray horse ran against James Young, of No. 266 
West Harrison street, knocking him down and 
tram piling him under the horse's feet. Without 
waiting to see how much injury had been 


done, the three men whipped up their 
horses, and were soon out of sight in spite of 
the fact that Officer Keller and-a citizen named 
O’ Brien pursued them fora long distance. Mr. 
Young, who did not move or speak after being 
knocked down, was carried into Koemheld's 
dru«-store, where Dr. Waugh attended him. 
it was found that the corks on the horse's shoe 
had. crushed the skull and severed an artery in 
the scalp, either of which was fatal. Ten min- 
utes after being ckrried into the drug-store he 
expired, and his body was taken home by the 
Union street patrel. The Desplaines Street 
Station baving been notified of the occurrenc 
ordered the patrol wagons from the'Lake an 
Madison Street Stations to scour their respective 
districts and arrest any men found riding 
a dark bay, black. or grey horse 
in case they could not give satis- 
factory explanations of their whereabouts at 6 
o‘clock.. About 7 o'clock Signal-Sergt. Brennan 
and (Officer Scott, of the West Madison street pa- 
tro!, discovered a gray horse, saddled, and cov- 
ered with sweat, standingin front of a resi- 
dence on Irving place, near Van Buren street. 
When the rider appeared he was arrested and 
taken to the station. where he w&s questioned. 
He said that his name is Paul Scheibe. and that 
atthe time of his arrest he was saking orders 
for bis employers, Bell Bros., a diana street 
grocery firm. He alleges that ad been out 
nearly all day taking orders, but that at no 
time during the day was he as far east as Hal- 
sted street.

THE FIRST EXAMINATION AT THE ILLINOIS 
NURSES’ TRALNING-SCHOOL. 

The first examination in connection with fhe 
lilinois Nurses’ Trainitng-School took place in 
the County Hospital yesterday afternoon.

When fin- 
ished, the pepers were taken up and given in 
vharge of the Exa ing Board, and will be 
passed upon witni day or two. The examin- 
ers are Dr. E. Ingajs, Dr. C. Fenger, Dr. De 
Laskie Milier; Dr. C. Adams, Dr. H. A. Johnson, 
Dr. Ludiam, and Dr. Mitchell. The lecturers 
for the last year who. prepared the questions 
are Dr. 8S. H. Stevenson, Dr. F. Henrotin, Dr. 
Jacobson, Dr. C. Parkes, and Drs. Miller, Fenger, 
and Adams, who are on the Examining Board. 
The class-members are six ladies who have been 
two years in the sch@i and belong tw the first 
class, their names Deing- Miss Scott, Miss 
Mitchell, Miss Lauer, Miss Challicombe, Miss 
Gilmore, and Miss Bartels.

A BASELESS HOT-CORN RUMOR.

THE OGDEN\ DITCH. 

THE DAM GONE AND THE DESPLAINES EMP- 
TYING ITS WATERS INTO THE CHICAGO 
RIVER. 

The pumps on the South Branch of the river 
at Bridgeport, erected at a heavy cost by the 
city in order to transfer the foul water of the 
river to the canal, will, it is feared, bavoe their 
usefulness considerably impaired by a condition 
of affairs which is daily growing more serious. 
The Ogden ditch, which was dug several years 
ago for drainage purposes, is being flooded at 
Summit, a point three miles from Riverside, by 
the Desplaines River. The waters of the Des- 
plaines have broken the dam which the city 
built at Ogden ditch, and are now flowing at 
full force along the ditch and are emptying 
into the South Branch of the Chicago River. 
This strong current, it is thought,wil embarrass 
the action of the pumps at Bridgeport, by meet- 
ing and mingling with the counter current from 
the lake. Tostem this tide by repairing the 
Ogden dam will put the city to no small ex- 
pense, and if the work is not done endless com- 
The attention of the 

roper authorities was called to the dam last 

ali, when it showed signs of giving way, and 
the expectations of all who then gave the mat- 
ter thought are now realized. 

THE RIVER FLOWING DOWN THE DITCH. 

A TRIBUNE reporter drove from Riverside to 
the point where the dam was put up to protect 
Ogden ditch from the Despiaines River. Only 
about two-thirds of the dam and the bridge 
which strmounts it are now in position, the re- 
mainder having disappeared aimost as com- 
pletely as if itbad pever been built. The part 
broken is the seunth end, amd the water now 
sweeps freely into the ditch through aperture 
twenty or thirty feet wide. To defnolish the 
dam, as it certainly has been demolished, 
the force of the spring tides. 
cbarged with the ice, must have 
been very great. The part which is left appears 
to 
structure is so utterly demoralized that it serves 
in no way its original purpose. What the re- 
porter saw on reaching the embankment where 
one end of the bridge once rested was simply a 
chasm, with partof the broken bridge swing- 
ing from that part of the dam which is left 
standing. The current is fortunately not very 
strong, por is the water alarmiugly high, but the 
tide, such as itis, meets with no gpposivion from 
the dam, and flows as freely int@the ditch as if 
the dam had never been constructed. The peo- 
ple of Summit, if they ever used the bridge, 
cuuld scarcely do so now unless thew ure en- 
dowed with wings. The cost of repairing 
the damage done cannot, of course, Dee exactly 
estimated, but probably one-half of the sum 
which was originally required to build the dam 
will now be needed to put itin shape again. 
One thing piainly appears, and chat is that the 
concern was never buiit with the view to dura- 
bility that should have characterized the work. 
Judging from the fact that the water from the 
Despiaines River has not reached the top of the 
ditch by several feet an overtiow does not seem 
to be imminent. .What chietly concerns the 
people of Chicago, however, is that the ditch 
willempty its burden into the Chicago River, 
and the current, if it should be as strong as 
some imagine, will force its way to the lake. 

As for the Desplaines, south of the ditch 
bardiy any water flows in it.

BISHOP AND PRIEST. 


Why Bishop McLaren Will Not Con- 
firm the Class at the Church of the 
Ascension. 

Mentiog was made some time ago of a 
slight diffrence existing between the Rev. 
Arthur Ritchie, of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, and Bishop McLaren. lt seems that it 
has not yet been settled, and now stands in j, 
the way of the confirmation of the large class 
whom the rector of Ascension has been in- 
structing. . 

MR. RITCHIF’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Ritchie was asked about the alleged 
refusal of the Bishop to contirm his class, 
and he explained the matler as follows: ** To 
begin with, the Bishop does not approve of 
the services of which I make use in my 
church, but his objection, either tacit or ex- 
pressed, on this subject would make 
no difference with the members 
of my congregation, for the reason 
that I have educated them up to my ideas, 
and | find that they are in hearty sympathy 
with me. The reason that the Bishop did 
not take part in the ceremonies of the laying 
ot the corner-stone of the new church was 
because he objected to my omitting a part of 
the communion service at the 11 o’clock serv- 
ice on that day. Now, the fact is, I have 
educated mgy people to approach holy com- 
munion faSting, and, in order to encourage 
thein so to do, I have communioa service at 
the early mass on Sunday, so that at the 11 
o’clock service there are no communicants, 
and, according to rubrics and com- 
non sense, the reciting of the pray- 
ers for the communion service, when | 
no communion is_ given, is down- 
right nonsense. The Bishop insisted that I 
should use the service, but 1 demurred on 
the ground of common sense. I did not wish 
to appear obstinate or disobedient with my 
Bishop, and with that end in view I asked 
him to submit tae matter to a jury of my 
fellow-priests, promising to abide by 
their decision ; but the Bishop 
would not listen to the proposition 
and. knowing as ldo, or at least believing, 
that lamin the right, I continue to follow 
out my regular services.”’ 

NOT EXACTLY A REFUSAL. 

“TItis said that Bishop McLaren has re- 

fused to confirm your confirmation class; 


“No. The Bishop did not say he would 4 
not come here to confirm the children, but 
he did say that he did not see how he could 
consistently come:to my church under th 
circumstances.”’ : 

* Do you anticipate any trouble with the 
Bishop when you present your class for 
confirmation ? ”’ 

“1 can’t say that I do. I will not agk the 
Bishop to come to my church for the pur- 
pose, becanse I can send my class over to the 
cathedral With some other children when 
the Bishop is administering confirmation, 
and, under such circumstances, I don’t see 
how he could very well refuse to confirm 
them.”’ s 
THE LAW OF THE CH@RCH. 

Judge L. B. Otis, who is familiar with the 
lawin the church governing casesof this 
kind, was asked last nightif the Bishop was 
exercising any @ndue privilege in refusing to 
visit Mr. Ritchie’s church to administer the 
rite of confirmation to the class. He re- 
plied that the Bishop was perfectly 
justified in taking the course he had. “Title 
1, Canon 13, Sec. 11, in the canons governing 
the church, provided that the Bishop should 
visit every church in the diocese at least 
once every three years, to examine into 
the state of the church, inspect the 
behavior of his clergy, and adminis- 
ter the apostolic rite of confirmation. 
This canon was adopted specially to cover 
cases like the oné4n question. If any rector 
gets to ** kicking up his heels,” to use the 
language of Judge Otis, the Bishop das a 
right to, remain aweg from that reector’s 
church altogether for three years. In ‘orger, 
however,that the people of the church wh@mre 
not responsible for the behavior of the 
rector may not be deprived or their privi- 
leges, they are allowed to visit any other 
church in the diocese to receive 
all the rites 4 that they could 
receive in the event of the Bishop visiting 
their own church, So, in this ease, the class 
may go to. the Cathedral, or St. James’ 
Church, or any other church and be con- 
firmed. , 

A SERMON EXPLAINED. 

This controversy will explain the sermon 
preached by the Rev. Mr. Ritchie last Sun- 
day night, the meaning of which was not 
clear at the time to all who listened to it. 
He stated in the course of his remarks that 
it was generally the priests and not the 
Bishops who had stood by the church and 
the faith, aad who had been true to both in 
the hour of . peril and trial. At 
the Council of Nice, for in- 
stance, St. Athanasius was the only 
one of the Bishops who remained firm, while 
not one of the priests faltered in adherence 
to the truth. And so it had always been; 
loyalty to the church was to be looked for, 
not among the Bishops, but among those 
who were not so high upin the hierarchy. 
On points of faith he intimated that sound- 
ness was to be found among the priests @uite 
- often as among those who were over

THE por ‘CROP. 


Another Wear of High Pricos Looked 
Por—Tine Craze for Raising Hop-s, 
WartreEuvil..e, N. ¥., April 17.—[Special.] 
—lt is a maxim with hop-groWees that one 
good year is always foliowed by a second. 
The theory is that a short crop and high 
prices exhaust reserves, and however large 
the next year’s yield the demand for {mmedi- 
ate consumption will put it into the power of 
the grower to secure good prices. Furtified 
by the profits of the previous year he can 
rofit for 
the current year on what he sells. The year 
1882 was the best ever known to American 
hop-erewers, and none of these real- 
ized «=o richer=_—i fiuancial harvests _ than 
of Central New  £York, 
apd they are not done yet. It is claimed that 
the bulk of the world’s reserve of hops is 
held in these parts, and higher prices than 
any yet reached are talked of. 
or the crop of 1883 preparations are 
already making in the Central New York 
district. In several yards the opening of 
hills has begun, and, as the expression is 
“they open well,” That is, they are In good 
condition. Acting on the belief that * hops 
will be hops ”’ for the year to come, every 
hill that promises a vine will be encouraged 
to do its best. There will be no plowing up. 
Yards which would naturally be given over 
to grass and rest, will treated to 
phosphates, or otherwise encouraged to do 
their utmost for yet another season. While 
it is impossible at this date to‘forecast the 
crop, it is evident that there will be an in- 
crease of acreage. The hitherto unap- 
hed prices obtained for the crop of 
have tempted farmers into hop-culture 
who have previously followed mixed agri- 
culture. The demand for hop-roots is a good 
indication ot the sturdiness of the craze, In 
ordinary times these are given away. @They 
are runners, cut off for the good of the 
vines and thrown into piles to rot. These 
aré now bringing $5 per bushel. If the sup- 
ply proves limited as planting-time ap- 
proaches the price: will be a matter for the 
seller’s conscience tedecide. Another indi- 
cation of activity is found in the receipt 
of poles at the Waterville depot during 
the winter and spring. Aprilll they aggre- 
gated 364 car-loads— averaging 1,000 les to 
acar. These, of course, are pot all for new 
yards, but for new and old they are as- 
surance that no aid to hop growth will be 
—— this yéar.

The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday and stronger—much stronger. The up 
turn was led by wheat, which was in big demand, 
and other markets sympathized without much 
strength of their own. The speculative furor 
seemed to have taken possessiou of the wheat 
crawd, and the crop of bears was damaged even 
more than the wheat crop was said to bave een 
hurt by the unubual weather conditions of the 
last winter and the current spring. The cheap- 
ening of rail freight rates tended to strengthen 
prices here. Indeed, the strength was probably 
based in large part on the expectation of cheap 
freight rates, both inland and ocean, early in 
the season of navigation. There were rumors 
yesterduy of the buying of 500,000 bu of wheat 
for export from this city. Inquiry showed, that 
such a quantity bad ‘eeu purchased on Eastern 
account, but it is not Known here that it is for 
ex port. 

Provisions were more active and decidediy 
stronger. Pork advanced 15@20c, lard 7%@lve. 
and short ribs 15¢ from the iatest prices of 
Wedoesday. all closing strong at the top. About 
half of the improvement was etfected by the 
time of the morning call, then the market 
sagced a little, and gradually improved wT 
o'clock. The local bog market was firm, with 
only smail receipts, and there was a better ship- 
ping inquiry for meats, with some demand for 
lard. This strength in wheat helped to confidence 
in bog products, and the idea that big men bave 
got under the deal in porfand lard Was another 
reason for buying. The trading was most 
vigorous in pork, and a great deal 
of it was new buying, besides a 
free changing over from May ioto future 
months, which widened the July premium on 
pork and kept the June premium on lard fully 
up to the recent increase, Pork ciosed on 
‘Change at $18.57% for May and. $18.% for July.

Dr. Marshall, the Alleged Blackmatlier 
of Miary Anderson, Piaced under 
- Bonds. 

Prrrspure, Pa., April 19.—[Special.]— 
There was a hearing today before United 
States Commissioner McCandless in the case 
of Dr. G. H. Marshall, charged with using 
the United States mails for blackmailing 
purposes, Mary Anderson, the actress, being 
the intended victim. It was expected she 
would be present, but she failed to put in an 
appearance. Her stepfather, Dr. Griffin, was 
on haud. He testified to being the stepfather 
of Miss Magy An@erson. He resided at Long 
Branch, and was in New York about the Lst 
of February. He stated that he received 
a letter from Dr. GG 4H. Marshall 
about the Ist of February. He replied 
to the letter in question on behalf of Miss 
Anderson, and received another in return 
addressed to himself. Replying to the letter 


‘witness wrote Dr. Marshall that not a cent 


would be paid for bushels of the pictures 
purporting to be those Of Miss Anderson. 

The first intimation of a blackmailing 
scheme was a letter received at New York, 
signed by Dr. Marshall. This letter was 
never read by Miss Anderson, nor did she 
see the tin types. Miss Anderson opens all 
letters addressed to her. Those of asocial nat- 
ure, Which are written by Known correspond- 
ents, she reads berself. Correspondence of 
a at tee nature, or of doubtful authorsh ip, 
was Ifivariably turned over ta the witness. A 
letter written by a stranger is always sus- 
pected, and they have intuitive discerning 
faculties in such cases. This was the first 
direct attempt which had been made to 
blackmail Miss Anderson, although there 
had been a number of indirect devices with 
the same objectin view. One or two other wit- 
nesses were eXamined, but their testimony 
was unimportant. On the strength of Dr. 
Griffin’s testimony the Commissioner held 
Dr. Marshall in $1,500 bail to answer at tie 
May term of the United States District 
Court.

Gross, 
of Philadelphia, baving letters of introduction 
from two physicians of the Sandwich Islands. 
The man was well dressed, and evidently accus- 
tomed to good society, but, notwithstanding 
these advantages, the impression produced by 
his appearance was not agreeable. The skin of 
his face was of a dirty, sallow color, and oily and 
shiny. His eyes were heavy, the lids drooping 
and flabby, and his pose dark red in color. The 
evidences of a premature old age were too 
strongly stamped upon him_ to be mistaken. 
As a matter of fact—aithofgh he did not 
suspect it—this man was that most horrible of 
human beings, a victim of the dreaded disease 
of the tropics, scaly leprosy. The letters of in- 
troduction he bore were sealed. They informed 
Dr. Gress that the patient, in the opinion of the 
doctors of Honolulu, from whence he came, was 
aleper. As they did not regard the disease as 
contagious, they bad advised him te visit the 
United States and seek the best medical advice. 
The unfcrtunate victim ie a _gentieman of edu- 
cation, the son of American parents, who emi- 
grated from New Hampshire to Honolulu, 
where he was born thigty-four gornres ago. Dr. 
Gross, after a careful examination of the case, 
referred the patient to Dr. John V. Shoemeker, 
and the unfortunate was taken to the hospital 
for skin disease on Locust street. Here he told 
the story of his life. He is a planter of ample 
wealth, whose early manbood and much of his 
fortune were spent in excessive dissipation. He 
led a merry We for some years, especially 
among the women of easy virtue on the island. 
Eight years ago he became sensible of a decided 
loss of bealth, and be now recalls a fact to which 
he paid no attent# at the time. A dead spot 
of skin was beginning to make its appearance 
just above hisknee. Six months later, when he 
had aimost forgotten his forngr indisposidon, 
he married a native lady of Hoffoluiu, who was 
a wo.nan in vigorous health. 

“Withina yeara weak, puny chii@ was born, 
whi& lived but a few weeks. In meantime 
the spot of dead skin began to grow larger, and 
his fingers and toes became very sensitive. 
Sharp, shooting p@ins ran through them. Within 
a year, however, the pain was succeeded by a 
sensation of deadnuess in his extremities, and he

Dr. Shoemaker invited a number of 
physicians and gome of the students of the hos- 
pital to examirfe the unfortunate man. Onilya 
few responded, but among them were D. 8. Sut- 
ton, of Mendon, Pa.; Dr. Cc. Young, of Chicago; 
D. Frederick de Craft, of Germany; and D. F. E. 
Stewart, of Philadelphia. It was explained to 
those present that the disease, according to t 
latest and best medical authorities, is not con- 
tagious, except by inoculation. 

“The result of the consultation was not fa- 
vorabie. It was agreed that the disease, by prop- 
er bygietii@ measures, might be alleviated, but 
rot cured. Dr. Shoemaker then advised his pa- 
tient to seek some agricultural districi, in a coid 
region io Minnesota or the mountains of Switz- 
erland, to keep his mind and body both em- 
ployed. With this advice be was asked to call 
againintwodays. The man listened to what 
wus said to him as one who hears the sentence 
of his doom.: He trembled, and gasped tor 
breath. For the first time he learned that his 
was to be afate worse than death. His emo- 
tions overcame him, and burying bis head in bis 
hands, he sat foralong time as if striving to 
shut out the terrible'truth.

All the way 
from Honolulu he had every hope of being 
cured. The thought that be wasto be an out- 
cast from society, that be was cursed with the 
most loathsome of diseases, that be was to be 
hunted down for isolation, appeared almost to 
have overtoppied his reason. He cried out that 
he now only wished to die; no reasoning bad the 
slightest etfect upon his excited condition; 
finaily he went away. The next day he returned 
to the hospisal, nervous, gloomy, prostrated; 
he begged that his conditiop would be kept ée- 
cret. Every moment he would glance around, 
as if fearing he would be seized, and would re- 
peat mournfully, ** Hunted down for isolation.” 
At lust he consented to start on a hurried trip 
through the country, to divert fis mind, and 
make arrangements to change his place of resi- 
dence. He left the city two dags ago. 

* Before his Jeparture he visited the hospital, 
and, as if in distraction, made most extravagant 
offers for such treatment as might cure him; he 
said that no fe@ would be too large if the awful 
disease could be efadicated. He offered to give 
bis fortune to the last penny for an assurance of 
a restoration to health, but he was told that it 
was impossible.”’ 

Since the above was written the most search- 
ing inquiries have failed discover the where- 
abouts of this afflicted p@Pson. and fears are en- 
tertained that be has made way with bimseif. 
Considerable feeling has Been manifested by
